the Confcnt of Cbcifki his eldfeft Son, fir- 
nam'd the W^i/>, gave it in 1353 to hisfc-ij5j. 
fcond Son Philif f more worthily firnamed the 
Hafd/) together with the Marfi:?pc of the 
Heir of FlanJen^ Artois ^nd the County of 
Bi4rgundy^ whofc Name was Margaret^ the 
Daughter of Lewis de MsUin. 

Jobn^ firnamed the Proud^ the Son of Phi^ 1404: 
lip^ fucceeded him in all thefe Dominions, 
whole Son Philip III. firnamed the Good, ini^i^* 
1416 was his SucceflTor •, who added molt of 
the Netherlands to his Territories, and he 
was the Father of Charles the Warlike^ Count 
of Cbarolois^ and upon his Father's deceafe ii^^^/. 
1457^ became Duke of Bur^undy^ after whofe 
Death, he being flain at Naricy in 1475, by 
the SwitTLers^ Lewis XI. of France fdied upon 
this Dutchy, pretending an Efcneac thereof 147^. 
for want of Heirs Male, and fo united it 
for ever to the Crown of France. 

Neverthelefs Charles bis only Dau ihter and 
Heir, Mary flill retained the Tide of Dutch- 
efs of Burgundy^ tho' (he had only the ^^^' Ccn^tuf 
feffion of the County of Buygmdy^ which has Baigundy, 
Mount Jour on the Eaft, that p^rts it from 
Switzerland ^ the Dutchy of Burgundy on the 
Weft, from which it is divided by th^UBouti- 
Soafne-^ a branch of Mount l^augc on the^^rjt-j. 
North, which runs betwixt it and Lorain^ 
and la Brejfe on the South.

Let tJs now return to Marie^ Dutchels ol 
BurgUndy^ who marrying Maximilian of An* 
Jlrii^ Son of the Emperor Frederick HI. and 
after hisdeceafe Emperor himfelf ; their Soa 
Thilip^ King of Caftilc^ in Right of bis Wife. 
Joan^ Daughter of Fcrdmand and Jfabel^ King 
and Queen of Cajlile^ &c. became Duke of 
Burgundy in 1482, and being fucceeded there- 
in by his Son the Emperor Charles V. his 
Defendants Kings of Spain^ viz.. Philip 11^ 
III, and \\J. and Charles II. retained the Pof- 
iWS. fcflionofthe County, and the Title of Dukes 
of Burgundy. Bat Lewi^ XIV. during the 
Minority of Charles in i(S68, poflefling him- 
felf of this Country, it was reftor'd by 
a Treaty ^ but entring upon it again in 1^74, 
1^78. ^^ ^^5 abfolutely rcfign'd to France by the 
Peace of Nimeguen. 

It's very remarkable that tho' the Dutchy 
' bf Burgundy had been in PoJTcflion of the 
Crown of France^ ever fincc the Death of 
ChaHcst\\t Warlike^ Doke of Burgundy^ which 
happen'd in i4<^7, that they never Conferred 
this Title upon any Body till the birth of 
this young Prince. However, the French 
King was refolvcd, after the Treaty of i\r/- 
tncgucn^ to have the fame entirely in his own 
Power, without any Competition or Con- 
currency of Title: And therefore finding that 
Charles II. Kinc; of Spain^ notwithftanding the 
fjrcmention'dRcfignation,ufedftill the Title 
Tffle of of Burgundy^ He pofitively infilled upon the 
B-ir^undv difufe of ic, which he obtained by the Me- 
fcj-ffz/f^r diation of the States General in 1680; the 
^^* Catholick King, under the fpecious Pretence 
of being delirous to take away all Occafioa 

that 
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tbat might be made ufe of to diftnrbthe Peace, 
and from a particular regard he had to the 
Inftances of the States, at length alTenting 
to it. 

The Dake as he grew up having a prlnccl yE- qu^,^ 
dncatioafuit^blcto his high Birth, his M^jelty Burgu'n' 
appointed the famo-js Fr^ntw dt Saligttac dedy'i Prt-_ 
la Mote FcaeloK^ afterwards promoted to the "?'"■• 
Arcbbifhopriclc of Cambra^^ to be his Pre- 
ceptor. Advancing cowards a State of 

Virility, and having a Houlhold appointed 
him, fome took the Deformity of his Body 
to be aa Indication of the Pcrvcrfcrtfs of 
his Mind, ar.d of the Frowardntfs which 
fometimes broke out; for which the King, 
who withouc doubt has as much of the^ne 
Gtntlemitn^ as any Prince upon Earth, fail'd 
not CO rebuke him. One Inftance may not be 
amifs m this Place; the Dult^e having con- ■ 

feived I fudden Difpleafure againft a Gentle- \ 

map, who wa5 one of his Domefiicks, and 
fuifering hisPalTion totranTport him to liiat 
Excefsasto ftrike him ; the King was no foon- 
(r iaform'd of it, but he fent for his Grandfon, 
and having interrogated him about the Fa£V, 
he could not deny it; upon which he fjid, 
// bjf no means became a Prnce to firiie any 
Bodj^ it being beneath his b'gh Station and Cha- 
ra3er^ much Isfs ought tt Gentleman to be 
flruck by him ; and that if he went on to com- 
mit fuch Outrages as ihefe^ it was fit he fiiould 
ieep Company wirb the Chimney- Siveepers of Paris ; 
[ who ate generally Savoyards^ and reckon'd 
the tiloit abjed and fcoundrel Tellows io the 
City.

France having had Artifice enough to in- 
duce the Duke of Savoy in 1695, to enter 
into a feparate Treaty with that Crown, 
and to relinquilh his Allies-, the third Ar- 
tt le was very honourable to the Duke, by 
^f^M*^ which aContraft of Marriage was made'be- 
%e I'eos.^^^^^. ^^^- eldefl: Daughter the princels vWii- 
•'^ ' • 'ria Adelheida^ who was then between eleven 
and twelve Years old, and the Duke of J5f«r- 
gundy^ then about fqurteen j and the Terms, 
which vyere thefc, were very eafie and ad- 
vantageous to his Royal Highnefs^ viz.. that 
in the Contraft, which fh^uld be confidcr'd 
jheTerrm as an efiential part of the Treaty, and whcre- 
^ it. in the Princefs (hould make the ufual Re- 
nunciations, with a Promife to pretend to 
none of his Royal Highnefs his Eftate or 
Succeffion ; The Duke (hould give her as a 
Portion Two hundred thoufand Crowns of 
Gold •» towards the payment of which his 
Royal Highnefs ftiould give a Difchargc for 
One hundred thoufand Crowns of Gold, whiqh 
femainM due (by France to the Houfe of 
Savoy ^ as part of the Dutchcfs-Royal's Por- 
tion, together with the accruing Intereft of 
the faid Sum, which was alfo promifed to 
be paid ; and the Remainder, viz.. One 
h^indred thoufand more, which the Dokq 
j(hould pay to France^ to make up the 
Portion aforefaid, the King did remit, ia 
Confideration of the prefent Treaty. His 
Royal Highnefs engaging moreover, to give 
to the Pfincefs his Daughter, at the Cele- 
bration of the M^irriage, that which in the. 
Language of Piedmont is call'd Fardel^ and 
la French the Bundle^ or Marriagc-Prefent 
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for Cloaths ; and in the Contraft of Mar- 
riage the Dowry (houlcj be agreed upon, 
which the King would give, according to 
the Cuftom of France. 

It's not very material to know the exaft ^^^ ^ ^^^ 
tinae of their Cohabitting as Man and ^li^^bornv^Q^. 
the firft Fruits of it we find was produced 
on the 28th of June 1 704, when the Dutch- 
cfs of Burgundy was brotfght to Bed of a 
Prince, for which great Rejoycings were 
made 5 and the King was fo well pleased, 
that in his Letter to the Cardinal de Noailles 
to fing Te Deum^ he exprefs'd himfelf to 
this effefl: : That the new and fingular Blef- 
fing God had been pleas'd to beftow on his 
Reign, in the Birth of a Prince which his 
Grandaughter the Dutchefs of Burgundy had 
given to France^ was one of the raoft vi- 
lible Marks he had received of his ProteQion : 
That he was the more fenfible of it, be- 
caufe the like had never happen*d to any 
of the Kings his Predcceflbrs j and bccaufe 
it perpetuated the Happinefs of his Domi- 
oions, by fecuring to them fo long a Train 
and Succcflion of Kings. . 

The King, foon after the Birtli of the/£>,v^„. 
young Prince, was pleafed to confer on him titfed d» 
the Title of Duke of Bretagne : Many^/Bre- 
wcrc the Devices and Motto's made at the^'S*^®* 
publick Rejoycings, more particularly the 
pompous Infcription in Gold Letters over 
the chief Front of the triumphal Arch at 
f^aris vvas this j

That if, Uwvs^ Poke of Brrtagne^ Son of 
Lewis^ Duke of Burgundy^ Grandfoo of Lemf 
the Dauphin, Great Grandfoa of jAwis the 
Great *, born the zfth ot June 1704, to the 
Joy of France and Spain^ hit Birth prefaging 
perpecual Felicity to both Empires. 

Now this Tide of Duke of Bretagne^ which 

bad lain dormant for about 220 Yean, be* 

ing revlv'd in the Perfon of this young 

Prince, great Rejoycings were made for the 

pukfef ^ birth of the Great Grandfon of France '^ but 

^eatf^^^^^ Dauphin and Dauphincfs, and even the 

noy* whole Kingdom, were not a little niortU 

ficd with the peath of that young Prince^ 

which happened on the 13th of June 170^^ 

at the Age of nine Months and nineteen 

'^noiber Days: However, they were, about a Year 

Pnnc0 and an half after this, vix.* January 1707, 

T?'7«7- comforted with the Birth of another Prince, 

who had alfo the Title of Duke of Bretagne^ 

of whom nothing more can be faid, but that

he is at this timeDaophin of France. 

The Duke of Burgundy two Years bc-W^*'^*f 
fore, viz^ in 1708, made the Campaign in^^'^P^l^ 
Flanders^ together with his Brother the Duke *^ 
of Berry^ under whom Commanded the Duke 
de ycndofme : They had a very numerous 
Army ^ the beginning of the Campaign was 
very favourable to the Fame and Reputatioa 
of bis Highnefs, being he had the good For* 
tune to for prize Ghent and Bruges - after 
which they fcrm'd the Siege of jiudenard^ 
but the approach of the Confederate Army 
made them draw off in the Night of the 
5th of July^ and pafs over the bender with 
the ntmolt Expedition, to prevent the/)^^^^^^^ 
Allies from falling upon them next Morn- 4^ Aoder ' 
ing J fo that the latter encamping at jijche^nzti. 
where Prince Eugene )oin*d them, a Refolo- 
tion was formed to attack them .• The 
Princes did all they could to retire withiwi 
their Lines, but the Allies made fo great 
and expeditious Marches, that they engaged 
them on the nth, gain'd a moft glorious 
ViQcry, than which, if Night had not come 
on, nothing would have been compleatcr. 
The French retir'd in very great Confufion 
towards Ghent ; the Allies immediately de* 
molifh'd their Lines, made the glorious Con- 
gueft of Lifle^ recovered Ghent and Bruges^ 
made the Duke of Burgundy go home in Dif- 
content ^ and indeed performed every thing 
that the bravell and wifeft Generals, and 
the ftouteft Soldiers in the World could 

do.

nefs, the King's Pages, the Swifs-Guards, 
and follow'd by the Hundred Life-Guards 
and Fifty Gendarmes of the Guard. The 
funeral arriv'd at Three in the Morn- 
ing, entred at the Gate of St. Honore^ and 
went out at the Gate of St. Dennis. At 7 
in the Morning it arriv'd at St. Dennis^ 
where the Bp. of Senlvs delivered it to Father 
S. Marthegard^ Prior of the Abbey ; then they 
were carried into Church, and Mafs was ce- 
lebrated Pontifically by the fame Prelate : 
The Bodies were to remain in the open 
Church till the day of the folemn Obfequies; 
and till then the King's Officers, and thofe 
of the Daupbinefs were to give Attendance* 
there, and alTift at the Prayers which vyere 
faid there without IntermifTion. ' F h 

In the mean time the King, who without lant^j 
all doubt was fenfibly afFefted with this great Letter en 
Lofs, wrote the following Letter to the Car- the Dau- 
dinal de Noailles^ Archbifliopof Paris on this/'^'''*f 
doleful Occafiofl, , ' Coufin ^''^^^^ 
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COUSIN, 

I Have newly loft, ia lefs than fix Day v 
my Grandfon the DaaphiPi and my 
Grand Daaghter the Daupbinefs^ fo heavy 
and unexpefted a Blow gives me the 
greater AfflidVion \ becaufe thac Prince bad 
)oined to an exemplary Piety all the other 
Virtues worthy his Rank, and becanfe the 
Princefs his Confort had jaftly acqnirM 
and fhar*d with him my Affedion and E- 
fteem. As this irreparable Lofs affefts 
all my People in general, I ought to join 
my Prayers to theirs, to implore of Gad 
the Repofe of their Souls, and the Con- 
folation I (land in need of in iny Grief. 
Wherefore I write ypu this Letter, to 
command you, that as foon as you receive 
it, you caufe poblick Prayers to be made 
throughout your Diocefs ^ and aflTuring my 
felf that you will give on this Occafion In- 
ftances or your ordinary Piety, I beg of 
God to have you, Coufm, in his holy and 
iafe keeping.

m^r - ■■ ♦ that 
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that God had entertainM Thoughts of Good- 
nefs and Mercy towards os, he had 'begun 
to lee US hear thofe comfortable Words 
¥7hich be fpoke formerly to the Jews after 
having punKhed them by divers fevere 
Chaftifements, For J know the Thoughts that 
I think towards ym^ faith the Lord^ Tbonghts 
of Peace^ and not of Evil^ Jcrem. 29. 11. 
He has affltdted us like that Nation, be« 
caufe we had imitated them in their Infi- 
delity. A long and heavy War, and fo 
many other Calamities which he has fenC 
upon us, have been the jufl: Punilhment of 
our Sins. The Hope of feeing a fpeedy 
End of them by a Peace, raifed our Spiriti 
and made us already forget our pa(t Suf- 
ferings. But now a new Afflidion is come 
upon us. greater than all the reft, which 
teaches us that bis Juftice is not yet fa- 
tisfied. That Jollice has taken from us 
in Icfs than fix Days Monfeignewr the Dau- 
phin, and Madam the Dauphinefs, one in 
bis twenty ninth Year, the other at fix 
and twenty. It has torn from us a Prince 
who was all the King's Comfort, and the 
Hopes of the Kingdom ^ a Prince of an ele- 
vaced Mind, of a Capacity above his Age, 
having an invincible regard to Jaftice, of 
an indefatigable Diligence, and conffant 
Application to the difcharge of his Duties j 
a Prince who joynM to his great natural 
Endowments exemplary Piety, pure and 
immoveable Faith, unbounded Charity^ ar- 
dent Love for Religion, and many other 
Chriftian Vertues, which rendered him the 
worthy Grandfon of St. Lcwi/s^ and would 

* have 
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have rcftor'd his Reign. Wc have loft jit 
the fame time the Princefs whom God had 
given him for his Confort^ and who de- 
(erved to be fo, who was his Happinefs 
and Joy, and who by her foperior Genios, 
and her noble and gencroos Hearts gave 
France caufe to hope for all Good. So 
that the Misfortune is com pleat, and the 
Lofs irreparable. Let us adore the De- 
crees of Providence^ let us kifs the Hand 
that ftrilces us> and let us ful(il all the Da- 
ties which Religion Requires from os on 
this fatal Occafion« Let us implore of the 
Father of Mercies eternal Repofc for thofc 
two Souls which he has called to him in 
the midfl: of their Days. Let us beg of 
the God of all Confolation to give Relief 
to the King, and let us earneltly befeech 
him to add to his Days thofe which he 
has taken from the Prince and Princefs^ 
whom we lament : Never was the King's 
Prefcrvation more ncceflary, never confe- 
quently were wc oMig'd to do more to 
obtain it : Let us redouble our Vows and 
Prayers, and let us fupplicate, without cea- 
fing, him who has in his Hand^ Life and 
£)eath to continue long to us a Life and 
Health fo precious to the State, fo necef- 
fary to Religion, and fo dear to all good 
Frenchmen. But let us likewifc deplore ouf 
own Condition, let us liment our Ingra- 
titude towards God, and all the Iniquities 
which force him to treat us with fo much , 
Rigour^ let us call back his Mercy by a 
fincere Converfion, and a real change of 
\ our Manners, let us watch continually, ac- 

^ cording 
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cording to the Advice of the Saviour of 
the World fo oft repeated in the Gofpel, 
and let ns Iceep always ready to appear 
before him ; for (ince Death hath fo little 
Regard forfach exalted and awful Heads, 
vliat can we expert ? If the Cedars of 
Lebanon be thns laid low in a Moment, 
what will become of the Brambles ?

The Death of the Dauphin indeed put 
France in general under a great Conftema-* 
tion, and People began to entertain fright- 
fol Ideas of a Minority ; but efpecially the 
Miniftiy, who had been the chief inftruments 
of the Severities of the prefent Reign, and 
the following Epigram relating to that Sub«- 
jcft is not unworthy to be inferted here.

Sir Huet Oshornc was the Father of Sir sir Ed\*ri 
Edward Osborne^Vii.andh^ir. of Kiveton^ ew/^o Osborne/ 
Keeton^ in the County of Tbrfc ^ which lalt^^r. 
Honour was conferred upon him on the 
13th of July^ in the !8th of King Jama 
the Firft, jinno Dom, 1610. This Sir £^- 
toAfd was a Pcrfon well vcrs'd both in the 
AfTairs of Peace and War, being Vice-Prc- 
iidentof bis Majcfty King CV<?^ I's* ConncH 
for Ibe Northern Parts of the Kingdom, and 

6 2 Lteutcn^ni^ 
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Lieutenant General of the Forces raifcd thtf e 
for that King's defence, to whom he adhered 
with a ftedfafl: Loyalty. He took to Wife 
/Inne^ the Daoghter of Thomas Walmtfley of 
Dunktnhalgh^ in the County Palatine of I^n- 
cafier^ Efq^ by Eleanor his Wife, Daughter 
of Sir John Danvers of DanUfey^ in the Goun- 
of mits^ Kt. by Elizabeth his Wife, the cl- 
deft of the four Daughters, and Co-heirs of 
of John Nev'tl^ Lord Latimer^ and by her be- 
canie the Father of Sir Thomas Osborne^ af- 
terwards Duke of Leeds. 

Now Sir Edward Osborne being Vicc-Pre- 
(idenc of the Council of the North afore- 
faid, and as fuch redding moftly in the Ma* 
nor-Houfe of Tork^ as they call it,- being ia 
reality the King's Palace in that Cityj the 
Sir Tho. Life of his Son Thomas^ which we are novr 
Ojboinc. about to write, was prefervM by a very re- 
markable Providence. Sir Edward taking all 
manner of Care for the Education of his 
Children, provided Tutors early to teach 
the Fre>?cb Tongue, and other Accom- 
Hh D !i- plifiimcnts, to this his Son, and his eldeft 
vcrahct in Biorlicr : Thomas was fo young that he had 
bii ToiuL 2i Nui fc to attend him to the Chamber 
where his elder Brother was ; but fetting 
him down in another Room leading to ir^ 
and telling him that he might go by him- 
felf, as kriowingi the way thither : He hap- 
pened to light of a Cat there, which he 
delighted to play with, and creeping after 
her to catch her, under a Tabic in the Room^ 
cover'd over with a Carpet hanging down 
quite to the i'loor; in the meantime there 
arofe a moH terrible Stqrm of Wind, which 

blowing 
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Unwiag down the Roof of the'Cbamber 
where his Brother was, cmfii'd him to 
|iece^ the fwuih Tutor uving bb Life, hoc . 
nbc, eicapiog fore BroifcK by hangiag by the. 
\yiadpw, one of which he ^happen'd at that 
jm^re to look. The Family beiog Alarm- 
ed St tfcis Acddeot. the youdg Geatleman 
heard* Meof them uy. T[hty art bothMFd^. * 
and when a Servmt toand him oot, and 
#ai going to hnrry him ont'of the Robm, 
0iR the Apnrehenfions he had was the fear 
of tlie Rm, and therefore he cry'd, ,Domt 
wbip^me. I hare heard that his and the Cat's 
KAnre . was fometime after order'd to be' 
drawn in one Piece, and that the fame is kept 
ftiU in the Family, in remembrance of fo^ 
jfignal a Delitrerance. 

There b little or nothing memorable con*. 
cerohig him till after the Reftoration of 
KlngCbarks IT. for which he was exceeding 
zealous^ after which, being in the Commif- 
fion of the Peace in his Country, he (hew- 
ed himfclf very aftive to fopprefs every ^^^^^ 
thing that tended to the Difturbance of the ju^ton t^ 
pnblick Peace, and Eftablifhmcnc of our old Coun. 
Regal Conftitution. I have heard a grot 
many Stories of the Manner he was intro- 
duced to Court, and by which he ingratiated 
bimlclf into the Royal Favour-, fomeof them 
were not the tnoft honourable Methods in 
the World ; but fince I am a finccre admi- 
rer of Truth, and that I cannot vouch for 
the Genuinefs of them, I ihall wholly omit 
then3 : Only Til fay that Sir Thomas his Rife 
ba^ been generally afcrib'd to George ViUiers^ 
puke of Ruchn^bam^ to which undoubted-

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ly his own Parts, and an opportunity of fhewr 
ingthemin theHoufeof Commons, of which 
he became a Member pretty early, did not 
a little contribute. 

How Sir Thomas behav'd himfclf in the 
Houfe, in rcfpeft to th« five Mile Aft pat 
fed in the Oxford Parliament, I cannot pofi* 
lively determine j but that ASt being fe* 
conded the fame Seflion by another Bill ia 
the Houfe of Commons, to have iroposM

both of them were attended wirh very fia» 
gnlar Events : The Particulars of that of the

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Proceed' Abont thc Year 1^70, it fell out that ^wr, 
fw^i^to^^Dotchcfs of rtw'i^, departed this Life ; and 
tbel>ukf by thofe that were Friends to thc Duke and 
lecond the Government, it was thought fit that a- 
Mmidge Bother fliould be fought to fiipply by her 
froicfulnefs, the want of IlTue Male, which 
Providence, to that time, had denied to the 
Felicity of the Royal Honfe. All concurred 
in thc ProfelTion, that this was ncccflary, but* 
not every one in their Endeavours to ac^ 
complifli it : Thc Acceffion of Sons like 
to live, wonld have made thc Duke more

Ac 
laft, the King, fays the Earl of Peterborough^ 
who negotiated the Matches (who, it were to 
have been wifhcd, had in more good Things 
followed his own good Nature, and Judg- 
ment) accepted the PropoGtion made from 
Spam^ by Sir Mark Ogniate^ at that time Agent 
in England^ who came out of Flanders^ of a 
Marriage and Treaty to that Purpofe, with 
the young Arch-Dutchefs of Infpruck^ which 
was believ'd would have anfwer'd all the 
Objedions of Honour, Fortune and Fruitful-p 
Dcfs, more tbai\^ any Pirincefs that bad beeq 
propofed : This oould not apparently be rc»

rrat, by divers Signs of tbe Bmprefs^ ' 
Hcahh, that tat was not long IVkt Cfr 

fMaa tluit time^ the Emperor, who'thongbt ^ 
ft jirtt he (boald provide for his own^ap« 
pinefs in the firft Place, began to ca(t his 
Thoughts upon this Princefs, and his Coun* 
cil, for his facisfadioo, as well as for the 
Intereft of his Houfe, by reuniting the Con<» 
cerns of Infftuck^ that had been the Appen-* 
nage of thofe Arch-Dukes, did wholly give 
their Approbation of that Conditional liv- 
tention, in cafe of the Eoiprefs's Death : So 
that when the Court of England was in ex- 
pectation of a final Condnfion of this Trea- 
ty, the cunning Negotiator did procure the 
Appearance of it, to ftop the Mouths of dif- 
fatisfied Men, and the Clamours (hat would 
have been upon a Rupture, after a Year's ^Su- 
JTpence and chargeable Treaty,: So thac^he 
puke being then upon the Sea, immediate- 
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ly after the Engagement of So\t Bay^ in the 
laft Dutch War, the Enroy at Vienna^ fent 
word the Treaty was now ended, and there 
wanted only an Extraordinary AmbafTador 
from the King to come and demand and 
marry the Arch-dntchefs, according to the 
Forms, towards bringing her to England^ 
contenting the King in that Affair, and ma- 
king the Duke happy. 

Hereupon his Royal Highnefs, who had 
long in bis Mind pitched upon the Earl of 
Peterborow^ to undertake and manage this 
great Truft, not only as the firit Perfon about 
him, for his Birth and Quality, but as a Maa 
whom he knew could never be corrupted, to 
ad, or omit any thint; that might prove 
contrary to his Intereflb or Service, did now 
declare he fhould (with the King's leave) be 
alone employed and trufted as AmbafTador 
Extraordinary, in perfedting this Matter, 
which fo nearly did concern him. 

The Earl did, at that time, attend the 
Duke in his own Ship, he had been with 
him the whole Expedition, and was particu- 
larly participant of all the Honours and Ha- 
zards of that bloody Battel, wherein the 
noble Earl of Sandwkb loft his Life, and fo 
many brave Gentlemen on either Party : 
And from off* this Fleet, it was, he command- 
ed the Earl to repair to the King, and to 
entreat his Order to the Miniflers, for pre- 
paring Money, Inftruftions and Inftruments, 
that might enable him to proceed on his 
Journey, in order to bring him home the 
Princefs, that bad been fo much defired. 
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Upon bis arrival, and firft Audience of 
the King ppon tliis Affair, he found his Ma- 
jefty not fo warm as he did exped ; he would 
not truft the Earl entirely with his Indif- 
ference, but let fall fome doubtful Words, 
as if it were to found, whether he would 
comply with more Delays ; but when he found 
by the fteadinefi of his Lord(hip*s Anfwers, 
that he did exped an ingenuous proceeding, 
for his Matter's Satisfadion ^ his Majefty, a 
little abruptly, broke off the Difcourfe, and 
bid him repair to the Minifters, who (hould 
bare Orders to difpatch him with as much 
ipeed as the Preparation would admit. 

He addrefled himfelf in the firft place E^r/ ^f 
to the Lord- Trcafurer, who, for all hiscoh-Peterbo- 
cnrrence with the Duke toother Ends avA^^^^. 
Interefts, by which he had gain'd aparticu-'fjf''* . 
lar fharc in his Credit and Favour j yet hc^Tyg^J^^ 
was certainly no Friend to this, nor wifh'd dbouf the 
fuccefs to any other Foreign Proceeding -, and Duke of 
did comply with, if not foment the King's ^^^^\ 
Inclination to a further Delay in the Affair. ^'^^ 
Whether it was that he would not appear 
to the approaching Parliament, Author of a 
Match, he thought they were not like to ap- 
prove, or that he hoped the over* long De- 
lays would weary the Duke, and make him 
at laft content to take up with fome Lady, 
for whom this Lord had a favour in the 
Court at Home: Certain it is, that he re- jfje Ttea^ 
ceived the Earl's prefiing defires for a DK-furer cold 
patch, with a colder kind of Morofsnefs than '» ^^^ 
he could have imagined, and in a way as^^^^^''* 
did feem to expeft from the Earl, an under- 
ftanding of fomething he was not willing 
plainly to exprefs. The 
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The Doke fcemed to believe the ObSru- 
dixoM proceeded from the Infinuatioas of an- 
other Miniftcr, with whom he hi& long been 
oac^ upon many Accounts ^ but he being in 
moft Things Competitor with the Lord 
Treafurcr, was glad to have occafion to }u- 
ftifie himfclf in a thing fo tender to the 
Duke, at the reafonable G>ft of the o- 
ther, and to fet the Saddle on the right 
Horfc. 

The Account the Earl of Ttterhorough garc 
to his Highncfs of thefe AfFairs, brought 
him with as much hafte, as Matters would 
permit, from the Fleet to the Town ; and 
when he arrived, the Bufinefs was fo pref- 
fed on his fide, that the Minifters were drU 
ven to break or comply with his Uefires : 
But it is moft true, that in all the Matters 
expedcd from the Treafurcr, he was more 
ftiflf, and more fcarcc, than was agreeable 
to the good Opinion, it was ncccflTary for 
him to prcfcivc in the Uukc's Mind ; and 
the Earl of Peterboroi/^h was fain to make 
ufeof \n% Competitor, who had a defire> at 
that time, to juftifie liimfclf to the Duke^ 
and had alfo much Intcrcfl: with the King^ 
to procure from his Maj^Ily, upon Ileafonf 
of publick Honour, more lari7^e allowancet 
than the Trcafurcr wonld oLlicrwife have 
made; v;hothou|{,htto have j)irichcd the Earl, 
and nvidc his liulincrs iiix: ilie on that part^ 
for not complying with him, in a dircdt fuf* 
fcrance of thofc Delays to take place, which 
might have obflruftcd the Dnkc's Marrlagtf 
in any Foreign part wluifoevcr.

told me feveral Reafons of that Change ; 
whereof one was, his having brought the 
Bufinefs of the PopilhPIot into the Parlia- 
ment, againtt his abfolute Command ; and 
to compleat the unhappy and envied 
State of the Chief Minifter, the Dutchefs 
of Portfmouth and the Earl of Sunderland 
were joined with the Duke of Monmouth 
and the Earl of Shaft sbury in the defign of

Having 
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Having mencioa'd the fecrct Correrpon« 
dence with France^ to procure the King Mo- 
ney for his confent to the Peace, and tho 
ill Terms the Earl was at with the Par- 
liament •, we 11 be as particular as we can in 
an Affair of fo much Nicety. 

Having already hinted at the Earl's Pro- 
feeution in Parliament, it will be neceflary 
to look a little back and obferve, that the 
Miftery of the Differences between the Trea- 
furer and Mr. Montague^ is not likely to 
be laid fully open in our Hiftories ; and it 
is (till a Secret, which will be buried with 
fome of thofe that in King Charleis Reign 
made the People of England fo uneafie and 
vnhappy. It muft be own'd by all impartial 
l|[Ien, that the Earl was no more a Friend 
to France than to the Duke of 7orh^ who 
was fcarce ever a Friend to him ; and it is 
as well known, that the lace [>uke of Mon* 
tn^ue was as forward as any Body in adhe- 
ring to that Caufe which France and her 
Friends endeavoured to ruin here, as it bad 
far'd under Urns XIV. Yet that both of 
thofe great Men were clear of all unwar- 
rantable Commerce with the French Conrt. 
to the hazarding our Conftitution, ana 
with that our Liberty for ever, is not to 
be belier'd. 

The Author of the Compleat Hifiory of 
England has given fome Account of this 
Matter, but fo little in favour of the Lord 
Treafurer, that he thought fit to publifli a 
Volume of original Letters in his own Vin- 
dication, with Rqmarks, and fome Particulars 
in Fad, not mentioned any where elfe. Th« 

Hilloriaa 
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Hiftorun fays the Intrigues of the Mmiftry 
with the Court of France^ were another Dan- 
ger which rais'd the Jealoufie of the Com- 
mons. This apptearM more efpecially by a Meffaj^§ 
Meflage from the King, on December thc/j;^"» Ks 
19th 1578, delivered to the Houfe of Com-JJ^'g^^; 
mons, That his Majefiy having received Inii- ^nons^M- ' 
mation that his late jimhaffaaor in France, bout Mr^ 
Mr. Montague, a Member of that Houfe^ had Montagqo, 
held feveral private Correfpondencies with the 
Pope*s Nuncio there^ without any Diredions or 
JnftruOions from his Majefty : His Majefty, to 
the End he might know the truth of that Matter^ 
had given Orders for feizjng of Mr. Monta« 
gue'j Papers. I have been informed by a very 
good Hand, that Mr. Montague having timely 
notice of the intended Search of his Papers, 
and that he was to be charged with all the 
Guilt of the French Bufincfs 1 did ufe his ut- 
moft Endeavours to be chofen a Member of 
Parliament J and accordingly waschofe at 
Northampton^ to prevent the Blow that was a^^. iv|o„: 
defign'd hira. He niov'd in the Houfe, that tague 
he had fomcthing to communicate of tlie ^^ves the 
laft Importance, and defir'd that the Doox^^^^^ ^^ 
might be lock'd •, v;hich being done, he ac- p^per]^^ 
quainted them, that he had feveral Papers /4,^/,^/^y.^ 
in his Cuftody, relating to fome Tran-rfc^w. 
faftions in France, which lie was apprehen- 
five would be taken from him ^ and he de- 
fir'd their Protection, and that they might 
be immediately fent for^ which was done. 
By this Means the MefTengers from CourC 
v;ere prevented, and the Papers were pro- 
duced in the Houfe, agreeable to the Ac- 
count 
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c6unt given in the before-mention'd Hiftory 
in thefe Words. 

Upon which Mr. Montague^ in ^ his own 
defence, acquainted the Hoofe, that he had 
in his Cnftody feveral Papers, which he con- 
ceived might tend very much to the fafety 
of his Maie(ly*s Perfon and the Kingdom ; 
* and accordingly a Box of Writings was fenc 
for and opened in the Houfe, and two Let- 
ters were produced and read in the Houfe, 
fubfcribed Danhy : In the firft of which, da- 
ted London^ 17 Jan. 1677, ^^ contained as 
follows ^ but I take the Contents from the 
Letter of his Lordfbip's own pub'ilhing, . as 
being the faireft way of proceeding.

This cannot be denied to be a very uur 

lawful Correfpondence with the French Mi- 
nitters; and which fhould not have been 
known by a good EngUjh Man, but it fhould 
have as foon been diftover'd and fruftrated. 
fSe it as it will, we mutt go further than all 
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this for tbe Rife of it •, and perhaps it will 
be found that the King himfelf was intire- 
ly tbe Mafter of this Affair, both in the 
Contrivance and the Conduct of it ; and that 
tbe Guilt of the Treafurer, if any at all, was 
paffiye : For fomc time before this, Mr. Mon- 
tague (afterwards Duke of Montague) by Ring 
Cbarks'% Command, told Mr. Ruvlgny^ thenC«i/#-' 
the French Minifter in England^ * That the'^'"^'*;^, 
^ King thought he had given ^great Marks J^-^- 
^ or his Sincerity in breaking in upon the ^n^ jS. 
^ Triple Alliance. Again, that while heRutigoy 

* had been join'd with his Matter, he had ^^««^ 

* extremely advanced his own Intercft, and ^°* 

* none of his Majefty's. Monfieur Suvigny ^^ 
reply'd, * After fuch great Sums his Matter 

^ had paid in England^ it was hard he (hould 

* be left by a Separate Peace with' Holland: 
To this Mr. Montague anfwers, * As for 

* the Sums of Money, they were not fo 

* great as to regret the Payment, that to his 
' knowledge the Crown of France paid to 

* the Crown of Sweden two Millions and a 

* half for being Neuter ^ and that his Ma- 

* jetty, who was fo Great and fo Powerful 

* a King, had but three Millions for fo vaft 

* a Fleet and Ten Thoufand Men, fufFer'd 

* to pafs over to the fr^wcfc Service. 

But to return, the French were for the 
moft part ever jealous of the Lord Trea- 
furer ; and we find in another Conference

The French AmbaiTador allow'd the Advice 
he gave was good, and what his Mafter was 
obliged to him lor \ accordingly he propos'd 
it to the Court of trance^ and it was con- 
fented to, only with a Recommendation to 
to be as good a Husband of the King's 
Money as he could ^ which he negotiated 
fo well, that he got King Charles to be con* 
tent with a Pcnfion of One Hundred Thoo- 
fand Pounds. 

Mr. Montague being fent to France in a 
fecond Ambally, writes thus to King Charles 
in a Letter dated June the 21ft. i677» 



YOUR Majcfly may believe me, if 
Mr. Ruvigny had not manag'd, in 
hopes to make his own Fortune by fuch 
a Service j you had Three Hundred Thon- 
fand Piftoles a Year, where now you have 
but One.

Now Mr. Montague was in this Affair fo 
coDfcioas of the guilt of it» that he was a- 
fraid any Body (hould know it but hisMafter.;

* roands and Diredions, and t doubt not 

* but to give you a good Account of it, 

* fince I do not know which of your Mi- 
^ nilters you are willing to truft. I have 

* taken the boldnefs to give you the Trouble, 

* and if you truft any, I had rather it were 

* niy Lord Treafurer, becaufe he is the belt 

* Judge of fuch an Affair -, and except you 

* fhall think it for your Service that he fees 
' this Letter, I humbly beg my Sifter may 

* fee it burnt. The Earl of Danby ohkrvc^ 
juflly enough in his Remarks on this Letter, 
that 'tis plain the Money Afi^air was tran- 
fafting with the Lord jirltngton^ before he. 
knew any thing of it, and fo much muft be 
own'd ; but how far that excnfes his going 
into it after, 1 leave others to judge. 

While this Bufincfs v/as tranfa^ing with 
Monfieur Pompone^ and the French Minifters 
at Paris 5 Monfieur Curtain^ then ArabalTador 
from Frar7C€ at London^ had brouji^ht King 
Charles to accept of two Millions of Livres ; 
and it appeals that the Lord Trcafiirer was 
in the Secret a long while before the above 

mentioned 
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mentioned Letter ^ for Monfienr Pomprnttt^ 
fur'd Mr. Montague^ the King had confented 
toii^ de confert avec le Grand Trcrofier. How« 
ever 200000 /. Sterling, inlifted upon there^ 
was one reafon given why it fliould be fo 
snany Pounds, and not Livres, becaufe King 
Charles bad keen ahfoluuly the Occafion of the 
French King^s Canqueftt in Flanders. 

It might have been pretended, that this 
Money was wanted, as the Treafurer faid, 
For that the King was apprebenfive of a Breach 
with Spain, and was afraid he tnufl be at great 
charge about the Wejlern Iflands. A poor 
Pretence indeed ! for after the Peace was to 
be concluded Mr, Montague fays in his Letter 
of the 30ch of Jiugufi^ I am confident J can 
bring on my firfl Propofition of four MiUions af^ 
ter the Peace. And what follows intimates, 
that the Treafurer was not averfe to the 
Affair, as is infinuated in thofc Letters ; I 
dare flatter my felf fo much as to believe you 
will approve the Steps I have already made to» 
wards easing it.

P"-""''- 
do infpefl; the Journals of the bte Parlii-QljI^J^j ' 
ments, relating to the Impeschmant of thepj,/,*- 
Earl of Danhy, and Mr, iftmbden made xe-mrni a- 
pore thereof; and it was thereupon ordered, *'""'^» 
Thilt the Lord Cavm^ifh ftiould go up with ^*'''' 
a MelHge to the Lords to iniid them, i hat the 
Commons had formerly by their Speaker, 
demanded Jadgient upon the Impeachment 
againll the Eitl of D^nby of High Treafon, 
and to defire them to appoint a D.iy to c'we 
judgment againft him ; hut on tlie 2Sch the 
King dilToked the parliament, and never 
call'd another, though he furvi/cd almoft 
four Years. 

Tbe Eail rematn'd in durance in 
the Tower of London a long while al- 
ter -, he try'd all the legal Ways he 
^ could CO get his Enlargement, to no pur- 
pofe : But bein^ at length bronglit before 
the Court of Kingz-Bencb, on the 27th of 
May 1682, immeiliateiy after his Lox Ai)\\^ 'Br ought 
was there, the Return of the HabcM Corpus '" '/-r 
was read, and Mr. Saundtrs (of Council t'or^"'*''*" 
his LordthipJ did move the Court, that,"gj "" 
ai in Eajler Term irtSi, the Court had 
difmifs'd his Lordfhip with a Declaration, Ma^w /or 
allowing what Anfwer they would maketoBii". 
what had then been faid to them by his 
Lordfhip and his Council j he therefore mo- 
ved, that they might now accordingly know 
the pleafure of the Court, and that rhcy

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voold be pleafed to grant Bail tQ the Earl 
of Danhy. 
Lordchief But bpfofc Mr. Saunders could well hare 
^ p l!f * pfonounced the foregoipg Word§, the 
toTre^/- V^^^ ^'^^^f J"ft^^« Ptmberton did Reprc- 
wnands tbf ^^^^ the faid Mr. Saundeu^ for having of- 
J^^r^s ferM to Impofe upon the Court what had 
^ounGii tiever been faid by tbejn \ faying, that there 
was no fuch thing as there having been faid 
at any time, that th^y would take the 
f Earl of panby% Cafe into farther Confide- 

ration ^ for that they had told my Lord of 
Danby the laft time, that it was not in their 
Power to give him any Relief at all ^ and 
that he therefore wonderM, and muft ex- 
ireamly blame Mr. Saunders for moving the 
Court again in a Matter (o which they had 
already given fuch a poGtive Anfwer, and be 
pould not but admire that he (hould fo mifin- 
form his Client, as to give him any fuch Ad- 
vice, which coqld only be, to the giving 
both him and the Court an unnceflary 
Trouble. 

To all which Mr. Saunders rcply'd. That 

he humbly begg'd his Lordfhip's pardon if 

he had miftaken him ^ for that truly he did 

jsnderltand, that his Lordlhip had declared 

tl^at he would take time to cpnfider of my 

Lord Danhy'^ Cafe till the following Term ; 

but that if it was a Miftake, he muft beg 

hi$ Lord(hip's pardon, and did believe the 

re{t of hi^ Brethren took it fo as weU as 

himfelf. 

Uarrj The Earl of Danhy then fpoke himfelf 

^P^rf^f^^ for about; two hours, and faid to the Lord Chief 

him/c/fi j^ftice, that he met with an ObjeQion which 

he

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be did not exped, and that he mvift beg 
his Lordfhip's pardon, not to let that pafs 
for a Millake which his Council had af- • 
firm'd, of the Court's having taken time to 
conGdcr of his Cafe, till the next Term af- 
ter that of his Lordfhip's being lafl there; 
for that his LoFdQiip did therein appeal, 
both to the reft of the J idges, who were 
upon the Bench with him, and to all other 
Perfons whatfoever who were then in the 
Court ; whether his Lordftiip had not faid, 
that if he (meaning the Earl of Danbji) 
pleafed, they would take time to confider 
of his Cafe till the next Term: And did 
declare upon his Honour, that thofe Words 
had been pronounced to him by my Lord 
Chief Jail ice himfclf, and that he did then 
accept it as a Favour from the Court, and 
did return his humble and hearty Thanks 
to them for it. Infomuch that his Lordfhjp 
faid, that he confefs'd he was rery much 
furpriz'd to meet with fuch an Introduftion 
at the firft Entrance into a Matter, which he 
conceived to be of fo fgreat Weighty as be 
doubted not but he ihould make this Cafe 
of his appear to be. 

But yet thab it did give him reafon toViniicntn 
hclleve that he came with fome prejudice«'^^^*'' 
before his Lordfhip; and that they werefo^^''"^ 
jnnch prepoflcfled in this Matter, that if bfe'^ ' 
did not think that every Man in England 
would find that he might be concernM in 
what Refolution (hould be given in this 
Cafe, as well as himfelf, he fhould fcarcely 
have venturM upon it, though he had lain 
fQ ^png uQ^er fo nnreafonable a Confine-

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ment as he took himfelf to do ; and thcf^^^ 

jfore he muft defire their Lordfhips Patienc^^ 
dnd Attention to what he had to offer ia 
Ills own behalf, and (as he believed) in t^e 
behalf of the Liberty of the Subjed in ge- 
peral. 

' His Lordfhip direfting hirofelf to the 
Lord Cliief Jufticc, faid^ It wasjoff now a 
Vear fince he was before his LbrdAip in 
t'Kat Court, and that he was aflured that 
ibis Lordfliip did ttien pleafe to tell hiok, 
that they would take time to the following 
^crm to confider of" what they (hould think 
fit to do in his Lord(hip% Cafe ; but he faid, 
that Ciare was then taken the firft Day or 
that following T crm to prevent his coming 
there^ by ah Indidment which' was brought 
bgainft him (ready cut and dry*d, as he had 
been told j for his being privy to the Mur- 
der of Sir Edmond-Bury Godfrey. 
^ He faid he d^d not wonder at it, becaufe 
there was nothing fo black, whicH had not 
been invented to'be faid againft him ; but he 
confeflfed he did wonder to hear that fuch 
kn Evidence of an Jrifh Papift (who was 
iipohTryal forhisown Life, and upon hear- 
iay only) (hould be believ'4 againlt dn Eirj- 
hftj Proteftant, by k Jury of Erfgtifhmen^ add 
fome of them Gentlemen ^ but yet that 
Wonder had be^n mi!ich abated when be 
beard that the fame Fore- man had been lis 
jFavourable in the Cafe -of a notorious Mur- 
ijer, as he had been ready to find that Mpr- 
Bcr againft him-, which had not the lealt 
t^robability in it, and which no Man could 
think of 'with more Deteftation both of the 
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HCt, and of ^ny Man that could have i 
Hand in it, thai) tiimfelf. 

However, this prcvenced hini from co- 
ming again, ti\l after notice had been given to taring- 
Sir £dmond-Bury Godfreys Brother, to know ifMyctdr. 
they had any thing further to fay ag^inft^f'^f''^^ 
him on that Matter - and that he could get ^^'^^^ 
birafclf difcharg'd from that Indiftmcnt :Edmood- 
And as to the Wretch himfelf fKt-MifTwburyQod. 
("who had accnfcd him) he did two Days'rcj- 
before bis Death, fend the Miniftcr of the 
Tower to his Lordlhip, to beg of him, thac 
before he died, his Lordfbip would forgive 
him his having fworn faltly againft him ^ and 
he did confcfi, that he was put upon it to 
fave his own Lite, and did fay by whom 
he was prcmpted to it ^ and whether it 
proceeded from tViofe Men, who might think 
their Villanies diftovered, and fo might fear 
they could no way be fafe, but by putting 
that Matter yet farther againlT: him or 
from what other Caufe his Lordlhip could not 
tell i but (if his Lordfhip was not mifinform'd) ■ 
he* did hear that fome Men were Hill en- 
deavogring to get romcthing more of the 
fame Nature to be fworn againft him, if 
they could contrive how to make their forg*d 
Teftimontes to agree about it. 

He faid, he thought thac fome time would 
have tired oat the Malice of foch Blood- 
fuckcrs before now, whom he had found fo 
' Bufie for the firft Year and half after his 
Imprifoument i, that he was not a Week 
without Endeavours ufed by ilranpe People 
to get to fpeak with him, and fuch as he 
hfu\ reafoD often Co fufpeit to be Knights 
of 
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HiStorf of the Poll ^ amoDgfl: whom the Story of 
•/ Ma- Magratb^ (another Irifhrn^ti) he faid, was no- 
P™' tably Remarkable in his Endeavour fonder 
pretence of Kindnefs) to have made bim 
their Tool to prove, that Sir Ednumd-Bwy 
Godfrey had killed himfelf 9 but he faid he 
bad the good fortune immediately to de- 
ted that Villany, as he hoped yet to live 
to do by fome others : But that in the meaa 
time he forefaw, that he was always to be 
a particular Obied of the Malice o^ fucb 
Men, fo long as he was left under this Con- 
finement, from which he faw no hopes to 
be relieved, but by that Court ; where the 
Law dire£k:ed every Englifhman to come for 
Juftice, that was Opprcfs'd in his Liberty. 

He faid, he hoped his Lordbip would for- 
give him for having been a little tedious on 
that SubjeO: of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey^ be- 
caufe his Reputation had been fo much ex- 
posed in that particular, and before that 
Court. 

After his Difcharge from that Indidment, 
he faid there fcemed to be a Probability of 
the Call of a Parliament in fome (hort time j 
and whenever he could give himfelf the 
lealt Hopes of that, he refolved to trouble 
no other Place ^ but that now he had not 
the leaft Profpcfl of that Kind, and that 
he had been a Prifoner above three Years, and 
yet could fafely fwear, be was without the 
knowledge to that Day, for what reat 
Crimes he was Committed -, only he knew 
that the Matter of Treafon had been laid 
to his Charge, without faying wherein the 
Jreafon conQfted. 
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He faid he came therefore now to titatTp* Rt*- 
Court (as the only proper plice for all/""*^/" 
perfons to refort to fortheir Liberty) andff^;^^^ 
be was forry that he was put to the ftreat ceun. 
Difidvanragc of fpcaking in his own Cuufe j 
but becsufe he faw the lalt time he was 
there, that fome fault fecmed to be found 
with his CoDnfels, for urging things nhicti 
(eemed to relate to Matters of Parliament; ^ 
(although upon a due Conflderatio^ of his 
flequeft, there was nothing in it which did 
touch their JuiifdiflionJ he had chofen ra- 
ther to rely upon the Court's pardoning 
bis Defers, ih^n pot any further Hardlhip« 
ppon thofe Gentlemen who had been hi& 
Council^ to whom he had been more be- 
holding than they had been to him ^ for 
that they had nndergone lomc uohcard-of 
Rebnkes already in another Place, for of- 
fering to be of Council with him (though 
in Matters of Law) which he hid believed - 
tiad never been beard of but in bis Cafe-, 
and ho hoped, that when all his Circum- 
ftances Ihould have been well confidefM, he 
(bould be the lalt En^liptnian that woolct 
ever bear fo many Hardlbips pat cpon him, 
as would appear to be through every part 
of bis Cafe. 

In the firft place, he faid, that he hadcmnit^ 
been both Accofed and Committed without '«'o">^ 
any Oath or Affidavit made againft him,""' ^"'^^ 
for any Crime ,whatfoever ^ which had been 
ta the Cafe of no other- Lord bat himfelf, 
and, he did believe, of no other Maa. 

: iSecondly, 
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hio fgrti' Secondly, That there was no particular 
'f ^^ Treafon mentioned in the Articles againll 
fyn^' him, only the word Traitcrous, d'r. had been 
gMinfl^ apply *d to things which were not Treafon^. 
%tn^ n they had been trne (as was then declared 
by Sir WiUiam Jones^ the King's Attorney) 
and be faid, there were good Sore of Wic« 
neflTes to prove, that when it could not be 
maintain'd by Argument in the Houfe of 
Commons, that any of the Crimes mentioned 
againft him were Treafon \ it was anfwer'd 
by one of the Long Robe there, who would 
not have fpared to ha(ve afligned the Trea- 
fon (h id there been any) that however they 
ought to give the Title of High Treafon to 
the Articles, for that other wife they would 
dwindle to nothing when they came into 
the Houfe of Peers. Now in the Impeach- 
ments of the other Lords ( not to meddle 
with the Truth or Falfity of their Accufers) 
they were charg'd with the highelb Trea- 
fons in Name, and upon Oaths made againft 
tbem. . 

Thirdly, That when a (hort Day was 

fet by the Lords for his being heard, and 

Hi/OMM-'that he appeared that Day accordingly, his 

cil thrtaf. Council was then threacned if they dar'd 

»'^' to plead Matter pf Law for him •, which he 

faid was never heard of before in any 

Man's Cafe whatever, nor in the worft of 

,y- , Times. 

wMf Fourthly, He faid if all the Articles had 
Kiel's !>c^n true againft him, and had been Trea*« 
Wsrdon jfon ; he had his Majefty's Pardon, which he 
had been then f}icw'd to the Court, and demanded 

. * dpa 
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don both his Crimes (if he were goiltyof 
any) and his Imprifonmpnt, and yet, that 
both the Pardon and he had beea Prifoners 
together for above three Years, of whichj 
hefaid, he durfl: confidently aSirm, [hac hU 
was the fitlt Precedent fince the Conqucft. 

Fifthly, He fet forth that he had not only 
his Pardon, but that there bad been his Ma- 
iefly's Declaiatiofl of it in his Speech to his 
two Houfes of Patliatnent ; together with a 
Declaration of his Inrocency, and a Decla-r;„», 
ration that he would give him his PardoD Dtdars- 
ten times over, if that weredefcSive cither "■"«"■ A» 
in Matter or Form ; and in this alfo he/"*"'' 
Did, that his Cafe was not only particnlar 
from any others, bat that fuch Declarations 
of the King's Intentions to pardon, aliho' 
[he fornia! Pardons had not been obtained, 
had heretofore been alone a Ground to 
procure Bail at lealt, when the Party had 
been the King's Prifoncr, and at tlie King's 
Suit, which he Tuppofed was not doubted in 
his Cafe. 

The Earl here launching out into the 
length of his Imprifonment with the parti- 
, tolar Inconveniences of it, by two moft dan- 
gerous SickneiTcs in the Prifon, and by the 
Lofs of divers of his Family, fincc his be- 
ing ta Prifon, who would fome of them 
moft certainly not have been ia thofe Places 
where they had been lolt, had he been at 
Liberty. He took it yet to be a greater Hard- 
fliip, that the Attorney-Geaeral fhoold own 
the King's Confeac to have him bail'd, and 
yet oppofe it.

Barf] clared, that there was no Danger In i 
$fMb. lets 
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letting bin have his Liberty, fo be had fuch 
Bail to offer his Lordfhip, as would faffi- 
ciently fatisfie the World, that he fliould 
be forth coming to anfwer when and where 
that Court (hould appoint, and then he bop'd 
the two chief Grounds for Qetention in a 
Prifon, viz. the Danger of a Man's having 
his Liberty, and the Danger of hi& not ap- 
peariq^ to abide bis Tryal, would be full/ 
anfwer ed. 

And if it might not feem too great a Va- 
nity to (ay, altho' tbe true Reafon docs 
take away the Vanity of it, bccaufe it would 
DOC he for hit, but for their own Salves, as 
what may happen to be their own Cafes, 
be did believe be could have the major paiC 
of the Houfe of Lords to be bis Bail in 
this Cafe, and fome of thofe Tery Lords 
who were for the making ot this Order, 
altho* not in that Scnce which they would 
feem to put upon it ^ infomuch that there 
would be DO more to tear in the granting 
him Bail, then he hop'd there was either 
Reafon or Jultice to deny it:* And be doubt- 
ed not but he was'tbere before very jolt; 
Judges, who would duly conllder wbac he' 
had faid. 

The Lord Chief Juftice then fpcaking faid, intirrufi 
That the Ear! of Daniy bad feemed to re- '"^ j» '*' 
flea upon the Court, as if they had denied ^"^f^f,^.

Then the Earl of Danhy deTired leave ^o ^„!rg' 
interrupt his Lordfhip, fajing, that hisp/,„, 
Lordfliip bad miftaken him, for that he 
bad faid no fuch Thing of that Court, nor 
did he mean it of that Court ; but faid, it 
was 
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was tery well known that his Coancil ba^ 
been forbid to plead for him in another 
place \ which was then acknowledge by Ja- 
^fticc Jones to be very true. 
. * The Lord Chief jaftice then proceedcci^ 

chief ^"^ ^^^^9 ^^^^ ^^^ ^^^ Lordfhip's fayingi they 
Jufticis tieeded not to fear, becauRl he did believe 
Sfeecb* 'the greatelt part of the Lords would be 
his Bail ; that it was not the fear of aao- 
tber Court that had any kind of Iffluends 
upon them ^ or that they fhould do fuc'h 
Things as they fearM to be called to an 
Account for : But they were to govera 
themfelves by the doing of Juftice ; that 
they had heard his Lordfhip with a great 
deal of Patience ^ and that he had faid many 
material Thidgs, and with much Acutenefs j 
and that they were riot fencclefs of the Hard- 
(hip of his Lord (hip's Cafe, and of the Greats 
nefs of his Sufferings ; that they were like- 
wife fenfible of the King's defires that his 
Lordlhip (bould have no longer Imprifon- 
meut than the Law required ; and he con- 
, feffed that the^Ring had done as much as lay 

in his power. 

That it was not denied, that that Court 
could not bail for Treafon, fot that they 
had a power bail in all Cafes whatfoever, if 
the Court faw Caufe; neither would the In-' 
diftraent which was toond againft him about 
Sir Edmundbufy Godfrey have hindred ; nor 
was it the Order of the Houfc of Lords 
which hindre4 them ^ but that they were 
to aft there according to Law j and fie 
pray'd his Lordlhip to confider, that they 
touki not relieve htm according to' Law, 

th^ 
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That be did agree to fome things men* 
tion'd by his Lordlhip, and that ic was a 
very hard Cafe that he ft]ould lye fo long 
in Prifon ; but here was the Mifery, they 
coald only compalfiooatc hiai, for that his 
Lordfliip was Imprifon'd by an higher Hand, 
and where they had not power to inter- 
meddle. He inftanc'd in Indidments foe 
Treafon, and fcvcral other great Crimes, in 
which they could bail Mca ; but in this 
Cafe the fnpremc Jurifdidion of the Natioa 
had laid their Haud upon it, wbtch was at- 
tended by the Boufc of Cooinioos with ai> 
Impeachment. Whether ilicir Lordfhips had 
caofe or not caufe to comoiit his Lord/hip^ 
they could not infpcft ^ but that they oughc 
to believe that his Lortllhip was joltly Com- 
micted ^ and that their Lordfliips in their 
patutc Deliberation would do nothing un- 
(flftly. 

He faid that they had a Jurifdiftion over 
all the Courts of the Kingdom (that only 
excepted ) and as it wotUd be very incon- 
gruous for an inferibur Court to bail whom 
Ihey had committed, or td call their Pro- 
teHes in queftion ; To would it be in like 
manner for them to do in this Caufe, be- 
tanfe the Lords exceed their jurifdiftion, 
and were above them. He faid alfo, that 
tbe Opinion of all ihe Judges in England 
had been taken therein, and they had dcliver'd 
their Opinions, that he tould not be bail'd ■ 
and that the truth was, his Lordfhip was 
imprifoned by too high a Court for them 
to bail him ^ but that his Lordfhip was 
iiiJt in'dcEiiitely iinpiifon'd, as he had d- 
H Udged '4 
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ledged ; for whenever his Majefty -was plealed 
to call a Parliament, his Lordfliip would have 
Remedy. 

That the King had power to do it when 
he pleafed^ and for his People's Good, no 
doubt he would when he faw fit \ hot that at 
fome times the Circumftances of State differ 
from other times; and that it might not 
for fome fpace of time be thought conve- 
nient ; and though this might prove mif- 
chievous to a finglc Perfon, or to two or 
three Perfons, yet foch things nfiuft be cn- 
dur'd for the good of the Publidk. He laid 
alfo, that if that Court (hould commit a 
Man for High Treafon, and the Kinglhould 
adjourn them from time to time, tha^ Man 
could not be bail'd until they fat again, fo 
that he mult confefs ( as his Lordibip had 
faid ) that as this Cafe did happen, be was 
nnder a temporary, indefinite Imprifonment* 
tctiefuJcs He concluded with telling his Lordfhip, that 
againft he muft be contented to wait the King's 
hailing pjeafiire when he would call a Parliament:

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pleafure ^ fo that he was now more full] 
confirmed than ever to be of that Opinion 
and wiihM that every Man that heard thai 
Dodirine given for Law might fully confide 
the Confequences of it. 

He faid farther^ that his Lordfhip had mi 
fiaken him in thinking that he had faid, h 
was under a temporary, indefinite Imprifoo 
fnent, for that he faid he was under ^n at 
folute, indefinite Imprifonment ^ and tba 
his Lordfhip had rather proved him to b 
fo, than fhew'd any thing to the contrary 
nor did he know what temporary indefinit 
did mean. 

The Lord Chief Jallice then faid, tha 

he was not a Judge at that time when th

fer'd from theirs in very many Particular 

whic 
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which he had already mention'd, viz. of 
no Oath againft him, no fpccial Tieafiiro 
alledg'd, &c. which he was loath to tronhle 
thero wiih repeating again ; but he foppo- 
fed that the then Opinion of the Judges 
oogbt not to be made any Argument a- 
gaioll him. He iJid alTo, that the Lord 
Chief Juftice had argued very ftrongly for 
him, for that it was true that the King 
night call a Parliament when he plcafcd ; 
bdc if therefore a Man rauft ftay in Piifoa 
tin the King did pleafe to do fo, he may 
(by that very Argument) lye there all 
bis; Life time, if the King pleafes ; which 
confirms what he had been a great part of 
this time labouring to prove ; and he faid 
he muft confcfs he did expeft to have heard 

Iftronger and more powerful Arguments to 
teve convinc'd him that he was in the wrong

The Lord Chief juftice then faid, thatLW 
his Lordfhip was miftakenin believing that ci*./ 
tliat Courtdid keep him in Prifoii ■, it was not-^*/''^?- 
by them, but by a fuperiourCourt, which was 
too big for them to meddle with, or to 
cvamine what they did. 

To this his Lordfhip anfwcr'd, that heEar! tf 
liad vpvong done him, which mull bedoticDariby. 
by fome Body -, and that it was a Maxim 
of the Law, that the King could do no 
Man wrong (being advifed by his Gonrts) 
belides that his Majefty had twice (hew'd 
his Confent fotthac Court to have him bail'd ; 
- H 3 neither 
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neither conld he fay, that the Londi did 
him Wrong, becaufe there was nothing ia 
their Order to hinder his being baild (be-- 
(ides their own practice to the contrary ) 
and it fcemM now to be faidi that it was 
by the Law, and not by the Order, tbaD 
he was kept a Prifoner. He faid be would, 
not fay that that Court had kept htm a. 
Prifoncr, but by fome Body be was fare be^ 
was kept Prifoner \ but pet baps it might b^ 
^y the Scars, fince he could not find who \t 
was upon Earth that did ir. 

He concluded, that if be wereimprifony, 

yet by Magn^ Cbarta^ and the Petition of 

Right, (S^c. it was impoiTible for an Englifh 

Man to be without fome certain profpedt 

of Relief in a reafonable time j they being 

to have Jullice done them by the Law at 

all Times, and without Delay ^ and that be 

was now in the King's proper Court for 

Jullice : Wherefore as his Lordfbip had given 

his own Opinion, fo he did deiire that e- 

very Judge would be plcafed to deliver theirs 

fcverally. 

*^u^e Then Mr. Jufticc Jon^s faid, that he was 

joDff An not ready to give any prefent Opioiooy there 

fohts^" having been fo much, and fome Things fo 

(Lordjhif* materially faid by his Lordfhip ^ but that for 

his better Satisiaftion he diu defire to zs\ 

his Lordlhip a Qj^eftion in a Point which 

did much (tick with him, and would go a 

«r great way in guiding his Judgment ^ and be 

was confident that his Lordfhip was as able 

to give him an anfwer to it as any Man*, 

which was this. His Lordlhip (be faid) had 

been charged vvith Treafon by ao Impencb- 

ment, 
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meat, and had pkaded a Pirdon to the 
Impeachment; before the Lords ^ tic fjid he 
took that Plea to be a tacitc ConfcHion of 
guilt in Law (ihaogh (he Partyweie never 
ib Innocent ) and then it had been a lacke 
pleading i^f Guilty ; infomuch time he did 
believe there could be no Admittance of 
any Dcond Plea, and if fo, he did coaicfs, 
be did not fee how that Court could thea 
bave any thing to do with his Lordlhip ia 
that Cafe, but it was what he had not 
yet well confider'd (tho' at prcfent he took 
the Law to be fo) and tie did delitc to

His Lordftiipanlwei'd, that he gave him Ti? £«/•* 
preat Thanks for letting him clear any '*"/*"". 
Objeflions, and giving him liberty to anfwcr 
them i that he was but little vcrs'd in Law ; 
bnt that he wes at prefent able to fay, that 
he had heard the Opinions of fomc great Men 
of the Law to be othcrwifc j and inlLmc'd 
what the Lord Coke had faid upon Che Cafe 
of Gravefend,, Bilhop of London, 7 £. 3. who 
did get a VA'rit of Difcharge feryed, tht 
faid Lord Coke faid, that it may b:, he 
thought thac the taking of a Pardon would 
have implied a Confedion of the Fault, 
and therefore went a new way ; but thac 
was a Miftake ; for that no Man that is 
wife and well advifed, will refufe Cod and 
the King's Pardon, how often focver he may 
have it j for there is no Man but offendeth 
God and the King almofl: every pay, an4 
^be Pardon is the fafelt and furefl; way. 
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And though at prefent he (aid he was 
not provided of Precedents in the Cafe, 
Vet he remembred there was a Cafe of A 
Coiner tried at Dwrboifn upon a Pardon. 
The fame ^^erc the Pardon proved defeftive j and 
^efiion he was allow'd to plead over; He • told 
put in the him, that the fame Qseftion had been mov\l 
Houfe of JO the Houfe of Lords upon his own Cafe. 
Lordu vvhere divers had declared themfelvcs,' that 
they hoped it (hould never pafs for Law 
amongft them, that a Man flionld not have 
one Plea for his Life ^ and for reafon, that 
if a Pardon was pleaded, and not admitted 
to be good, then the Prifoner had depend- 
ed upon what he thought had been a good 
l?lea, but was adjudged by the Court not to 
be fo ; and then if he (hould, not be ad^ 
pitted to plead over, it would be to in- 
fnare a Man's Life without giving him any 
Plea at all for it : And he concluded, fey- 
ing he thought that this Q)ieftion was ra- 
ther going into the Merits of his Caufe than 
to what he only demanded, which was but 
bail. 
7//^ff Mr. Juftice Dolhen then faid, He mull ac- 

Dbibcn. knowledge there was a vaft difference be- 
twixt his Lordfhip's Cafe, and the Cafe of 
the Popifh Lords in the Tovper^ in many 
material Particulars, which his Lord (hip had 
menrioned • and he mu(t confefs that he 
thought it one of the hardcft Cafes in Eng^ 
land : He faid he could not but differ from 
what his Brother Jones had faid, as to the 
not having liberty to plead over j for' that 
he was of Opinion bis Lord{hip ought not 
t;b \^ debarred froiji having a fecond Plea, 

if 
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if the Pardon fliould be over-rul'd ; and 
( if I did not miftake him ) he cited the 
loftaoce of one Hetley'i Cafe ( or fcch a 
Name) and he fatd, that his Lordlhip had 
faid fo many things of great Confequence, 
that he thought it did very well dcfcrve *'» 

ftirther Coofidcration ; bnt if he fl-.ould be 
put to giveany prefent anfwer, hemuft thca 
fay (as my Lord Chief Jufticc had done) that 
he thought they could not bail his Lord- 
lhip, bat he thought it might well deferve 
further Coofideration. 

Mr. Jufticc Raymond then faid, that hhjuJge 
Lordlhips Cafe had fo many weighty Cir- Rnymond, 
comftances in ir, as ought to make it to be 
very well conlider'd before any Opinion 
could be delivered in it ; that for what 
had been faid by his Brother Jettei^ about 
the pleading over or not, he thought that 
did not properly lye before them in that 
Place; that his Lordihip had fiid fomc things 
to which he thought full anfwer might & 
given ; but he had alfo faid fome Things 
to which he thought it would not be foea- 
fy to anfwer^ that for his part he thought 
it was a Cafe which might well deferve 
the Consideration of more of the Judges, 
betwixt this and the next Term -, and that 
he mnft acknowledge he muft further con- 
fider it, before he would prefome to give 
any Opinion at all upon it.. 

A Council at the Bar then moved, that 
9 Rule of Court might be made to bring 
his Lordfhip thither again the firft Day of 
the next Term-.

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The Lord Chief luftfce feem'd difpleas'd 
with the forwardoefs of that Council, and 
the Earl of D^nhy excus'd \l^ faying it was 
not moved by his Defire or Dire£\ioa ; hot 
faid, that was all one as to him, whether 
there were any Role of Court or nq, for 
that they were like to be troubled with bim 
again ; and that he (hould not eafily give 
over a Caufe wherein he took the liberty 
of the Subjeds in general to be as deeply 
concern'd as himfelf*, and wherein he bad 
found fo little to be faid againft him, that 
he did believe he (hould be as troublefome 
to them as ever Judge Jenkins had been 
heretofore in the defence of Engtifh liberty; 

The Lord Chief Joflice then (landing up 
faid. My Lord, your Lordihip mult for the 
prefent be content to bs remanded ; and 
fpeaking to the Lieutenant of the Tower's 
Officer, told him, he mult take back his 
Prifonen 

There was a Story in thofe Days, that 
when the Earl of Danby was carried Pri« 
foner into the Towcr^ the Earl of Sbaftsbury 
was coming out \ and that the former de- 
firing his Lordfhip to ufe his Interefl: for 
his fpeedy Enlargement, becaufe if he con- 
tinued there long the Air would kill him: 
To which the other rcply'd. That life need 
not feaY^ for the Tower jHy va/^ as good 45 
any he had been in^ in hU Life. I have a great 
deal of Rcafon from the Circumftance of 
the time, to believe this to be a meer Story ^ 
tho' I am confident there fcarce had ever 
been a good Under (landing between thofc 
two Lords. I have fcen a Manufcript writ* 
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ten bv an ingenious Gcackman, relatiag to 
the Affairs of England, from the Year l6^6 
to 1678, wherein is mentien'd a Speech 
made by the Earl of Shaftsbury to Sh' TbotHos 
Osborne when.h^came to the Chancery Court 
to take tlie Odth of Lord Treafuicr ; which 
Speech was worded with f<j much ambi-^'"^/*^ 
guiiy, that the' it was really incenJed asa*"^^*^^' 
Refieftion npon him, the Lord Shaftfburyx:bjMcliJ 
having had himfeU a great defire for theshifTibury 
TreaCurer's Staff, yet the new Lord Trea-iact 
fuier gave him his Thanks /or it ; but the 
ntxt Day he fcnt a Gentleman to him to 
defite him to return him the Thanhs he 
had given him, far he ow'd him qodc on 
that Account. This MS, is nov? out of 
my Hands, but will, 1 Oippofe, foon fee 
the Light, and this Pdlfage will then be 
found in it more at large. 

The Earl cwuinuing in the Tomr till 
H'S^y Term following 1683-4, ^^ then 
made a Motion far his Enlari^ement, and 
had the Cafe argned by Learned Council j 
opon which the Judges (-of which Jeffreys 
vwas Chief) deliver'd their Opinions fcve- 
rally on the tzch of Ftbrmrry^ giving their, 
Reafons, and concluded all in one Judg- 
ment, that his Lotdlhip ought to be ^iFd, 
and accordingly bail was taken ; his Lordr 
ftjip being bound in a Recognizance '^i L'^,t. 
Twenty Thoufand Pounds, and the Dukej,^i-owet 
of So>r.erftt and yllbemarie^ and the Earls of i68{-4. 
Oxford and Cbefterfield his Sureties, id Five 
Thoufand Pounds a piece, upon Conditioa 
that the Earl ihoold appear in the Hoofe 
oi Lords the aext SeOioii of FartUmcot, and 

DOC 
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not depart without leave of that Court : 
This indeed was to be a Precedent for the 
Popilh Lords, 6'c. the Lord Chief Joltice 
and the other Judges agreeing, that tor the 
fame Reafons they had given, in the Earl 
of Danish Cafe, thefe Lords ought like* 
wife to be baird, and accordingly Recogni* 
zances an4 Sureties were accepted* 
^ Such was the end of this famous Profe- 
cution, (ays a modern Author ^ how )uft 
or how groundlefs it was, I IhaU not pre- 
fume to decide, and I have remembered thefe 
Fads only as unqueftionable Inftances of the 
Hand we had our felves in the French King's 
late exorbitant Power) which has colt us fo 
much to reduce it ^ therefore 'tis Mad- 
nefs tio apprehend that King can ever again 
have any Influence in our Councils, or part 
in our Fiendlhip ; the Example of this Noble 
Lord in the worft of Times, is enough fure 
to deter any Minifter hereafter from giv- 
ing the lealt Encouragement to fuch bafe 
Offers from France «, for if the being paf- 
five in fuch a Clandeftine Treaty brought a 
Perfon into much Peril of his Life and For- 
tune ^ if to acquiefce in a thing he had fo 
great an Averfion to, was fo Criminal, what 
muft it be to deal with the French Court 
out of Choice, and any more to have any 
fecret unwarrantable Commerce with them. 
It may be objedted, that if bis Lordlhip 
was fo clear in this Matter, why was he 
pardon'd \ why did he abfcond?To which 
his own anfwer is, / do not wonder that my 
pleading a Pardon^ and abfconding my felf for 
fyme timcj might juflly maljs botk ParJiament. 

and 
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ofid Nation bdieve, that I thought my felf gMilty 

of fome great Crime ; hut J did both in obedi- 

ttice to the King's Commands. 
The gcneraliry of the People certainly 

tboDght him guilty of fome great Crimes, 
fo univerral was the Clanicar againft him j 
and the following Text or Motto en a Pam- 
phlet writ about him, is a plain ladicatioa 
that he was thought to be ripe for De- 
ftruftion ; 'The King faid to Sbimd^ Thou 
' htoweji all the Wickedticfs which thy Hi<itt it 

* ^rivy to ^ therefore the Lord Ihall return 

* thy Wickednefs on thy own Head, and 
' King Solomon Ihall be blcfied : So the King 

* commanded Smaiah^ who went out and 
' fell upon him that he died; jittdthtKing- 
' dom ipflf ejlablilijed in the Hand of Solomon. 
But to return, we ought not to omit whac 
Opinion his Lordlhip had of the French 
Court and Minifters, it agreeing fo exadly 
with their prefent Charader, and ferving 
fo well for a LefTon to all good Englifhmen 
that ftiall ever have any thing to do with 
them -J 'tis ia a Letter to the late Lord 
Sunderland ^ I bad alwayi fo bad an Opinion of 
that Court^ (bat 1 mil believe that no Good can 
come from it; I doubt not but your Lerdjhip 
mujl be of the fime Opinion by the Trfcl{_t and 
EvaftoM you meet with from them every Dt^. 

His Royal Mafter King Charles II. giving 
way to Fate about a Year after the Earl 
had obtained his Liberty ; he tired in the 
Reign of King James for the moft part a 
Country Life, and the Parliament call'd by that 
Prince, took no notice either of hislmprifon- 
meat or Enlargemeat ^ the Earl, I fay, li- 
ved 
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'Afp^f Ycd pretty retiredly in thif Reign ; tho'

hazardous Times, and theretore he would 

stake one of thofe Noble Peers who ap« 

pear'd both Days at the Tryal of the fevta 

Bifbopt in IVeftmiftJler-hatt in Junt iffSS. 

It was indeed generally thought that King 
James^ when Duke of York, never cordially 
affefted the Earl ^ and that the Earl had 
not the profoundcft Rcfpcft in the World 
for the Duke, whether upon the Account 
of his Religion, or from foilie Other Con« 
(iderations, I cannot determine : But now 
that ht was King, and began to fee up for 
introdbcing Popery into the Nation ; his 
Lordfhip, who was a (incere Proteftant, as 

Profhbhi wcl' ^^ ^^ny ^^^^^ Patriots, thought it 
tbeHevo- tbcir Duty to look about them ; and, if 
iufion. poflible, to ward off the Blow that was in- 
tended to be given both to our Religiorf 
and Liberties at once : In order to this, he 
Correfpondcd with the Prince of Orange^ 
and if i miftake not, Tent his own Son the 
Lord Dunblain into HoUand^ to concert the 
proper Meafures with his Highncfs how to 
relieve us. We had better take this Ac- 
count in the Duke's own Words, as wc 
have them in the Introdu^ioft to his Let- 
ters, printed fome Years ago, arid brought 
10 to juftifie his Conduct. * The Duke of

No Body more prefling than his Lord- 
(hip to excite the Prin-e of Orange to nn- 
dertake his Expedition, and to Land In the 
Moath of the H'imkr^ with which the Prince 
was refolvcJ to comjily : But a ftrong 
Eall Wind having made it impracticable, 
and his Highaefs landing in Torbm^ his 
Lordfhip, not a whit difcoaragM with the 
Di&ppotntmcnt, upon the certain Netrs of 
the Prince's landing, together with his Soa 
the Lord Dmblain^ the Lord Fairfax and Stiitt 
others, having got what force they could Ywk. 
together, approach'd to the City of Tori ; 
and being admitted, they feizcd ^uhy the 
Governoor, who withltood their Defign ; 
aad pot my Lord AfHblnfn into his Place. 

My 
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My Lord Lundey^ noyr Earl of Scarhcfrntgh^ 
Was ooe of thofe )oine4. with bis Lordfliip 
in this Eoterprize. They had had before 
a Conference with the Duke of NewcaftU^ 
whom they endeavoured to bring, over, and 
loin in with them for the calling of a free 
Parliament-, but finding by no Means the 
Doke would comply, they watch'd a prQpet 
tiifMrms Opportunity and difarm'd him^ the Earl 
the Du^ about the lame, time finding a BiU of Ex^^ 
^fti*^ change of 300/. Sterling, in a Letter from 
** the Secretary of the Treaftry, for one Fa- 

ther Smyth •, be thought it more advifable 
to apply the Money to the life of the Pub^ 
lick than to let the Priefl: have it. 

Having done all the Service he could for 

the Prince of Orange^ and the Common Caufe 

in the North, he hafted to London^ and was 

received by his Highners with very diftin^ 

guifbing Marks of Efteem .* With the Earl 

and the Marquefs of HaUifax the Prince 

chiefly confulied what was farther to be 

Fdilstiie^one^ in order to the Settlement of the 

chifen Nation.

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This Bufiaefs was promoted by others, 
sad debated with much warmth ^ but tc was 
an Inadvertency in his Enetnies, as well as 
the Marqucfs his good Fortuae, that the 
forwardelt amongft them were fo bccalm'd, 
as to acqoiefce with adjourning the Debate 
till the next Day ^ but tho" it was not ihca 
refam'd, yet the Day following Air.

ReColutioo, which was, that thofe impeacli'd 
by the Houfe of Commons could never be 
difcharg'd by the King's Pardon, and thac 
fuch a Pardon was not pleadable in Court ^ 
one of the leading Mcmbcis would have 
limited this Refolutipn to the time to come, 
but they made ic general. Its not an ea(ie 
Matter to fathom the bottom of this De- 
lign againft the Marquefs ; he was from the 
very theginning of the Parliament one of 
thofe whom they threatned to impeach.

There was another Affair that made f( 
Koifc about this time ; the Earl of Da 
only Son and Heir of the Marquefs, be 
a Member of the Houfe of Commons. 
taken up by a Warrant from the Earl of i 
ttYigham^ Secretary of State : The H< 
thought fit to take Cognizance of it, as 
lating to their Privileges, alledging it 
be contrary thereunto, without they 
Sectiret been fivft acquainted with it and the 
btsSon. fence committed, and therefore orde 
the Earl (hould be fummon'd to attenc 
his Place ^ and being examined as to 
Reafon of his Confinement, he anfwer'd 
did not know that he had been fo : 
one of the Members acquainting the Ho 
that he had feen the Warrant in »a P 
fcnizci's Hands, fignd by the Eail of i 
iingham^ the Houfe order'd the Meflet 
to appear before them, which he did 
cordin^ly, and produced the Earl's Ore 
which made ihc Commons come to a 
Solution, that the Earl (hould give the F 
fen of hif^ ordering the Lord Danhy tc 
fccnrcd. The whole Myftcry was, that 
lord Danhy at that time lead a Life 
at all plcafmg to his Father ^ and that 
had alfo form*d a Defign to fit out a f 
to go a privateering^ which put the I\ 
qiiefs, whom his Son would not come n 

u 
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upon baving rccourfe to the Earl of ATof- 
tingham his Friend, lo grant a Warrant to 
fecure him, and for whofc Difcharge both 
of them were bail. 

What Opinion foever feveral Members 
of the Commons and others might enter- 
tain of the Maiqaefs; he was in high Eftecra 
with the King and Qpecn, and his Mdjefty 
and the States-General hai<ing taken their N^i^eff.' 
Maritime Affairs into Confideration ^ there 4(ejTr*j«' 
was in the Month of ^ugufl thisYear a Con- ''"«'"'' 
vention made between the CommifHoners '°''"''' 
of both Nations, concerning the Prohibi- 
tion of Commerce with Frai^ce^ as alfo ft 
Treaty of FrienJthip and Alliance between 
the King snd the States-General, both which 
were fign'd by the Marquefs as principal 
Commidioner, his Colleagues being the Mar- 
qnefs of HaBifjx, the Earls of Sbrewsb-xrjr 
and Nottingham, and the Lord Wharton. 

Some Rumours at leaft we now had, as 
if there was no good Underltanding be- 
tween the two Marqaeffes, but now nam'd ^ 
ffaUifax his humour being fuch as could 
not brook an Equal, much le(b a Superior, 
which the other took himfelf to be, by his 
Pod of Prelident of the Council, tho' Hal- 
tiftfx was greater, as Speaker of the Houfif 
of Lords : This was during the Reccfs of 
Parliament, the time of whofe fitting draw- 
ing nigh again ^ it was difcours'd as if the 
Marquefs of HaUifax was very difcontented, , 

and would quit his Places both of Speaker 
and Privy-Seal, which bcaftually did. The 
Marquefs of Carmarthen, in the Opinion of the 
l^qft ^celligeac and unbyafs'd Men was the 
1 3 fitt^ft 
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fittefl: Pcrfon to focceed him as Speaker \ 
but Sir Robert Atkins^ Lord Chief Baron of 
the Excbe^Hcr^ had that high Dignity confer- 
red upon him. 

Tho' his Majefty and divers others cooti* 
Dued to entertain a great Efteem for the Mar- 
qnefsof Carmanhcn^ others hadquitedifferenc 
/(f/r fliW Sentiments ^ and indeed if the foUowiog 
pfonhim. Paragraph in a Pamphlet writ two or three 
Years atter this, were true, in reference to 
the Council he ^ave the King ^ its not to 
be wondred that the old Whigs let no Op- 
portunities flip to humble him. * The 
^ ' Marqucfs, fiys fee, after all his mifcbievoos 
Management ot Affairs in King Charles's 
Reign, having, by an ill fate to this poor 
Nation, got into fomc fmall Pretence of 
Meiit, by the little Afliftance he gave at 
the Revolution, fets up again for the Mi- 
niftry ^ but being apprehenfive that thofe 
true Engli/hmen who had fo bravely ex- 
pofed their Lives and Fortunes, for the 
Redemption of their Country, and were 
fo well acquainted with his Methods in 
the late Reigni could be jealous of his ha- 
ving too great Credit with the King, 
he thought it his bed play to begin with 
them ; and from his firfl; coming to 
Court laboured to infinuate Jealoubes of 
thofc Gentlemen, as Commonwealths- Men^ 
Haters of Monarchy^ Enviers of the King*$ 
Power y and always endeavouring to make biig 
a Doge of Venice. 

Let the Pamphleteer anfwer for the troth 
of this, which docs not fo well quadrate 
with the Marquefs his future Condud \ the 

Recefs, 
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Recefs, or rather long Intervals of Parlia- 
nencs in the late Reigns had hctn the oc- 
cafioa of multiptying the Grievances of [he 
Nation j to redre& which, there was a Bill 
fet on foot for a triennial Paiiiaoient, which 
the King at Srft rejeded^ but when another 
of the fame Nature had patTcd both Honfcs

Sometime before this, CharUs Lord MAun i^grdffieb 
having been unhappily concerrf'd in tbcsuofard 
Marder of Mr. William MHmford the Corns- .it the Ld. 
dian ; and the 31th of January 1691-3, be- Mohun'j 
ing the Day appointed for his Tryal by his^'^"' 
Peers, in Weftminfier-baU ; his Majefty was ' ^^* 
pleafcd to Conftitute the Marquefs, Lord 
High-Steward for tbgt folcmn Occafion : 
This is an Officer made in thefe Days, pto 
hoc vice, cither at a Coronation, or the Ar- 
raignment of a Peer, in which laft Cafe he 
fits nnder a Cloth of State, bearing a l^jiff 
Staff in his Hand, being refpcfted like a King, 
I ^ called 
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cailcd by the Title of Cr4ce^ formerly giTen 

to the Kings of England ; and they chat fpeak 

%o him fay. May it pleafe jfour Grace^ mj[

* Motwichltanding the Refleftioos above- 

inentionM, and his Conduft in refpeft of 

the triennial Bill, the Marquefs found him* 

felf fo firmly eftabliih'd in the King's Fa> 

your, that on the 4tb of M^ 16949 ^^^ 

the ^th of his Reign, be was pleafed to 

proniote hicp to the Dignity ox Doke of 

i^edsf a great Market Town io the Hundred 

of Sbirack upon the River jiire^ in the Weft 

Jliding of rork(hirc^ the Duke's Native Coun« 

try ; for which Reafon 'tis likely he m^de 

fhoice of this Title, which, no more than 

that of Carmarthen^ was never a Title of 

JHociour before. The PUce neverthelefs is 

extremely Remarkable on many other Ac<^ 

counts } but the Tbpography and Antiquity 

of it, written by my worthy Friend Mi^, 

Xalfh Thoresbyj being now in the Rrefs, I 

fhall wave laying any more concerning it. 

Sel^ill ' Another dqrk Cloud began to gather 
^ttnk againft his Grace itl a few Months after;

ibon pafied a Bill to oblige him to ah 'Ac- 
^ ' count 
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cooot ^ and haviDg feat it to the Lords, 
we are Co obferve that at the firtt reading 
of it in the Houfe of Peers ^ the Dokeof 
Leeds fpake vehemently againft ic ; * And Duki't 

* introduc'd what he was about to fay with Sfeeeb 

' a moft folcmo Proteftation of his Clean- *■**"''"*• 
' nefs and Innocence ^ and laying his Hand 

* upon his Breaft, declared upon his F^ith 
' and Hononr, that he was pcrfe^ly Dif- 

* interelled, and had no part or concern la 

* that Matter, and therefore might the 

* better appear againlt it ; which he did, 

* cxprcfling a great Abhorrence of the 

* Bill. 

The Lords, on the 1 3th of April, having 
obtained of the Commons, that Sir TiiomM 
Cookf^ Member of their Hoofe, fhould appear 
before them ; he dedaied Chit he was ready 
and Tery willing before, and fo would now, 
to make full difcovery, provided he might 
have an iodemoitying Vote, from all Afti- 
00s, Suits, and Scandaumt ; by which he 
meant Scatidalum Magnatum • and being 
withdrawn, the Dnke of Leedt Itood op, 
^flddedat'd * he was very glad that Gentle Spedkf 
man was come to fuch a Temper, as to^*"*. , 
be willing to difcovcr, whereby that Bill*'****'* 
was prevented, which his Lordlhlpefteem- 
ed to be of fo pernicious a Nature : Then 
he put the Houfe in mind, how the Com- 
mons took care of their Lordlhips Repu- 
tation, in asking Sir Thimas Cooke,, whe- 
ther he had diftributed any Money a- 
mong any of their Members, who purg'd 
them by a folemn Proteftation, that he 
had ooc : His Lordlhip thought it reafon- 
* able 
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^ able the Lords (hould have fome regard 

* to thrmfelves, and therefore moving^ that 
^ Sir Thomas Cooke might be called ia and 
^ asked, whither he were willing upon Oath 

* to purge all thofe who fate there ? This 
was not received ^ after which their Lord- 
fhips came to a Refolution, that the Bill from 
the Commons, for obliging Sir TTjonnu Cooke 
to gire an Account, &c. fliould not be pro* 
ceeded upon, but appointed a Committee 
to draw up a Bill to indemnifie him ^ who 
having made fome Progrefs therein accord- 
ingly, notice came from Sir Ibomas Cooke^ 
by a Reverend Prelate, who appeared zea- 
lous for him, that he was afraid be mighE 
be Mifapprehended as to what he faid con- 
cerning a Difcovery, in that he faid be was 
willing and ready, but by ready be meant 
no more than mUing ^ and that he (hould 
need at lead four Months to make the dif- 
covery he promifed ; but Jome of the Lords 
highly refenting this as prevaricating with 
the Houfe, he was brought to agree to the 
time allowed by them, viz.., feven Days.

is no Perfon in a Pofl: fo high, that this 
Houfe cannot reach, no Man's Pradife or 
Arft fo deep that this Houfe cannot difco* 
ver : Here have been all imaginable En« 
deavours ufed to obftruft this Enquiry, 
firft. His Majefty's Name was made ufe 
of at the Committee with hopes, per* 
haps, that might ftopany further Enquiry ;

of clfewhere ; but that appeared fo far 
from being a Matter of Refleftion upon

and told them, he would for cTtr be 
their Enemy aod Oppofer, if they ofFcr'd 
any fuch thing. I having thus mention'd 
the Innocent, I muft fay fomcwhat of the 
other Side-, a ftop having been put, the 
Duke of Leeds muft be apply'd to ; cer- 
tainly there ncvec was a more notorious 
Bribery, and that in a PeTfon whom we 
might have expefted to have been free 
from fuch a Crime, whether if you rc« 
fpefl the greatncfs of his Plice, or of his 
former Ouli^ation.

is againll: him, and broke by him. He 
took an Oath as a Privy-Counfellor : Ju- 
ftice js not to be fold by the Common 
Law, but there are Parliaments to punifli 
fnch Crimes, and 'tis bop'd there will be 
ftilK (M.) faid. It was doubtful whether 
there was Matter in that Report for an 
Impeachment, they ought to put the Qiie- 
ftion upon the Report, and fee whether 
it was a Crime ^ and {N.) objeded, there 
was no Law, and fo no TranfgrefHoa.

The fame Day the Commons having re- 
Iblved, That the offer of aoy Money, or 
iithcr Advantage to any Member of J»r- 
fiatnent, for the pionioting of any Matter 
whatfoever, depending or co be tranfactcd 
in Parliantent, was a high Crime or Mifde- 
nteaoor, and tendina to the fubverting of 
the Eu^lifb Condictilion ; the Houfe relbl-

the Matter reUcing to tlie Duke of Lieds. 

Upon the fecond of May 3 Motion being WnwAw 
made in the Houfe of Lords for reading the S/"«* ^ 
Bill for granting to the King a Duty upon'^', . 
GlafTcs ■ the Duke of Leeds rofe up and cold ^'^* '* 
the Lords ^ ' That ic grieved him, iViit he,

for the tffelHng of a National Reformation, 

I mighc have obferved before, thai the 

Duke, after the Impeachment, did notfeem to 

ftand fo fair at Court, nor fo much in the 

Efteem of the People as before. I do not 

remember whether he a£ked any more ai 

Prefident of the Council, nor that any other 

was nominated to that Place till the i8th 

Edrlof of May 1699, when his Ma jelly in Council

Seal was taken from my Lord Somers^ and 

that the King, by the Advice of the late 

Earl of Sunderland^ was difpofcdto give the 

Cuftody of it to John Methuen, Efq; thca 

Lord Chancellor of IreUnd-^ he was difap« 

pointed of it by the Intercft of the Duke 

of Leeds^ and the fame at length put into 

the Hands of Sir Nathan Wright^ Kt.

Monfienr Catirtat having, with the flaugh- 
ter of 4000 of the Enemy, become Matter 
of the Field of BiCtle, of 1 1 Pieces of Can- 
don, and a gicat deai of Baggage aiid Am- 
monition, next Day polfelled himfelf of 
Salujfes, and foon after of SaviBtita-^ and 
well knowing of what fmpoTtance Suz.^ was 
to have a Communication open between 
Dau^bine and Piedmont, he made fome fe- 
crec Paces towards maftcriog of that Pafs, 
of which the Diike of Samy having'^ fome 
Intimations, he detach'd thither lix Battali- 
ons of Foot, and fome Horfe, under the 
Connc de Lt/vignitz. ; upon whole Motion 
CatsHot dcclin'd to take the ordinary Road, 
but halted towards the Mountains, march- 
ing his Army wirh wonderfol Application 
and Diligence for lis; Days together: The 
Dake of Savoy hereupon thinking the Siege 
of Su^.a but a Feint, and that Catinat's real 
IDcfign was to give him Battle, he fent 
Orders to Lovignitz. to join him without Tak'i 
delay i lb that Suza being provided but^""* 
with a fmall Garrifon, Catimt concluded 
the Campaign with this eafie Conqueft. 

Monfieur CatiKJt, m the Campaign of 1 691 , 
underwent fome vicilTitude of Fortaoe, for 
having mafter'd iV;« and f^iliana, he form'd rfliwCw- 
Che Siege ot Carmi^nola, not above 9 Miles magnoU. 
from Tkhm, the Capital of Piedm/mt^ and 
foon oblig'd the Garrifon to furrender, the 
Regular Troops being only allowed to march 
out with their Arms, but the Militia with 
U 4 ffhicQ 
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yi\\\tt Wands in their Hands, and be con* 
eluded to Turin, 

I (hould have mentioned before that Co,* 
tinat had encanip'd before Nice in the MoDth 
. of March to befiege it : He prefently took 
' 0ie Town, and as he e< peeled to fia<l 
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piore Refiftance at the attack of the Car 
fkle, a Bomb fell fo a-propos upon the Ma- 
gaiine, that part of the Works blew op, 
and made a Breach wide enough for an 
A {fault. The Count d^ Forfafq»^j who ^was 
Govcrnour of it, was confounded at fo 
unexpeAed a Blow, and in fpite of a^ 
bis Bravery was forc'd to fur^ender. The 
faking of Nia was followM by that qf 
Villa. Franca^ and the lofs of the other Fprts 
ivhich his Royal Highnefs poflfefs^d near 
f he Sea, except de Oncille. Monfieur de I4 
^ogufitte at the head of fonie Thoafand Mea 
entered the Valley of Aojlc^ took it, and pre- 
pared to befiege Ivrea^ to open bis way to 
join Marfhal Catinat^ who being adTanc'd 
pear Suzut with his viAorious Army, feiz'd 
upon f^eiliane, and by that means made bim- 
jfelif a PaflfHge into the Plain. This Conqueft 
was attended with that of two other PI4- 
ps, of which the French had fornieriy been 
in poifeflTion, to wjt, SdviUoMc and SaluJJes. 
fattndt^ in the midft of fo much Pro<- 
fperity, thought now of the Siege of Tfl- 
r/>j ^f he was not whplly in a Condition 
^ to form fo great an Undertaking, he be- 
g"^*f/^^ licvM at Icaft, that by publilhing it, he 
jj^uhof fl^ould frighten his Royal Highnefs, ^nd 
$afoy. bring him to chaqge Sides. So to give fome 
*' frabability of bis. P<Iign, he fent a Tru(n* 

* pet 
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pet to that Prince to tell hitn, that he 
woold do himfelf the Honour in a few Days 
to vifit hitn at Turia. His Royal Highnefs 
imagio'd he might well cxcufe a Vifit 
from a General at the head of a fuperior 
^rmy* with Viflory on his (ide ; and con- 
fidering of fecaring what he had molt va- 
luable in his Cciirc, he fent the DutchefTes 
his Mother, his Spoufe and his Daugh- 
ter, to 'rerceil J labouring with all the Dili- 
gence imaginable to repair the Fortifica- 
tions, to make new Works, and to pnt his 
Capital into a good Poftare of Defence. 
He trufted the Marquefs <de PareSe, who 
had made fome Campaigns in Hungary with 
Prince £nge¥U, with tlie Defence of the 
Citadel oi Turin, and to Prince Eugme the 
Town, in cafe Monlieur Cat'mat attempted 
to attack it. That General, purrnant tp 
the Orders of the Court of France, could 
not flrike a Blow that was more fenliblc 
to the Duke of Savoy, than by threat- 
ning him with this Siege. Catindt, oa 
his fide, did erery thing to Ihow himfelf aa 
able General, and an able Negotiator, ac 
the fame time .- There was not an Intrigne 
he did not make nfe of to fbake the Coa- 
ftancy of his Royal Highnefs, and bring 
him to a feparate Peace, BeGdes the great 
Adfantagcs he offcr'd him, he repre- 
feated to him the Succefs which the Arids 
of the molt: Chriftian King had had in 
flanders, by the taking of Mons, and the 
little Dependance he ought tQ have npoa< 
the AQiltaace of the Allicf. 

The 
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The Duke on his part gave him good 
Words, to put off the Siege or Bombard- 
xnent of his Capital, while he was prepa- 
ring to defend it : His Army which was ad« 
vantageoufly iflcampM at Montcalier^ expefi- 
ing the Succours which were coming to him 
from Germany. 

Catinat taking the DiflSmuIatioa of bis 
Royal Highnefs for a real Inclination to 
Peace, wrote immediately to the Court of 
France^ who, after having commended that 
General for his wife Condud, fent him a 
new Plan, by v</hich he was to regulate him- 
felf in treating with the Duke, whofe Pro- 
ceedings were watch'd fo narrowly by the 
Minifters or the Generals of the Foreign 
Courts, who were then in Savoy, that he 
was very much embarrafsM to prevent Suf- 
picion and ill Impreffions of his Condud. 

The frencb General being mightily pleafed 
with his having allarm'd the Duke of Savy^ 
and being flufh'd with his Succeflfes, form'd 
the Siege of Coni^ giving the command there* 
of to Monfieur de Buttrnd-^ and having In- 
telligence that Prince Eugene of Savry^ with 
a Detachment of 4000 Horfe, and tfooo 
of the Militia of Mondovi^ was on the March 
to relieve it, he fent BuUond an Exprefs 
not to Sir out of his Lines, and that 
Balked at ^^^^^ was a Reinforcement of 2500 Men co- 
Coni. ming to his Relief: But by fome Miftakeor 
other, BuUond raifed the Siege with fo much 
Precipitation, that he left one Piece of Can- 
non, three Mortars, and good ftore of Am- 
munition and Provifion, and feveral fick Men 
behind him. The Duke of Savoy being no\^

he Imperial Foot. After this Regulation, 
inding it impotlible to attack CMtnat iahh 
:Zamp,' 'twas rcfolv'd tO' \xfK%e Carmagnole. 
?urfuant to this Projeft the Army paft the 
Po the 26th. of September^ and the next Day 
Prince Eu^ene^ at the head of 1 500 Horfe, ia- 
irefted that Town, The 1 3th of OSober they 
3pen'd the Trenches, and the i2th the Ene- 
my, having beaten the Chamade, defir'd 
CO capitulate. The freMCjb had omitted nothing 
to fortify it well, 'twas provided with every 
thing that was nccelTary for a long Siege, 
and a vigorous Defence : Nevcrthelefs, 
they furrender'd when we had hardy ad- 
vanc'd 
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rancM to tbefoot of the Glacis of the Conn- 
terfcarp. The Faudois bad formerly de^ 
ienAcd Carmagnole with great Bravery- and 
the French haring granted them a very 
honourable Capitulation, performVi it very 
ill. As the f^audois evacuated the Place, 
they took from them the Cannon they ha<j 
granted them, their Arms and their Bag- 
gage, and threaten'd to make them Prifo- 
ners of War \ which bad Treatment fo 
cxafperated thofe Proteftants, that they 
refolv'd to revenge it, as foon as they learn'd 
that the Frcwb Garrifon, full 3000 Men, were 
to march out of it. They lay in wait in 
the Places thro* which they v)rere to pafs, 
and attack'd them with fo much Valour, 
that they took their Arms, and a great 
part of their Baggage that was left them 
by the Germans. Mondeur Catinat com- 
plain'd of it to the Generals* and let them 
know he would revenge it. They anfwer'd. 
They were forry for it^ bttt that he need not 
think it ftrange that they imitated him^ fince he 
had given the firft Example • that' if he WBuld 
for the time to come eblige his Troops to obferve 
jtrticlesy they would do the fame on the part of the 
jiUies. After the taking of Carmagnole^ the 
Horfe which were commanded by Prince £fi- 
gene repaft the Po, and the Foot had orders to 
follow'^ the Allies defigning to finifh the Cam- 
pagn with the Siege of Suz^a. To this 
purpofe the Army advanc'd before RivoH 
took it, and the next Day V'eiUane. MonU 
Catinat^ having difcover'd the Allies deCgn, 
reinforced the Garrifonof Suza with fix Bat- 
lalions, appointed the Marquefs de Lavtcj^ 

Governour,. 
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GoTcrnour, view'd the Polls, ordcr'd fome 
Intreachmeats, and retir'd with bis Army 
under the Cannon of Pignerol. 

CaiinatS Army in the Campaign of 1(592 
nas To inferior to that of the Allies, that 
he was not la a Condition to hinder the 
Duke of Savoy to invade Daupbine, aad CO 
take Embrm ; and bad it not been for that 
Prince's GckBefs, the French General mighl 
have received greater Mortifications : Ne-M*** 
verthelefs his Matter the French King well Mff'/cW 
knowing bis Condud was entirely nnblame- 
able, he was in 1^93 pleafed to honour 
him with the Battoon, he being the niath 
and lafb in Nomination of thofe Generals 
who were made Marefchals of FfMce : Hia 
Majetty alfo took Care in fome time to pot 
him into a better Condition than laft Year, 
by good Detachments from Germany^ and 
other Reinforcements : His chief Apprehea- 
fions were, that the Army of the Allies 
would a fccoiid time enter iaio I>au(hitie ^ 
Marefchal Catinat did his utmolt to Ihut 
up the PalTes thro' which they might pe- 
netrate into the Kingdom. He poited him- 
felf with a Body of Troops near the Cofi 
de FenefireUa. Monfieur Lavray enter'd the 
Valley of Barcelonette^ and pofleft the other 
Pafles. The Duke of Savoy was pleas'd to 
fee Catinat in that Uncertainty, and fo 
haCtt to intrench hirofelf in Places they did 
not defign to force. The Siege of Piinerol 
had been refolv'd npon, and they could 
rot begin the Campaign with a more glo- 
rious Enterprize, the Confederate Atmy 
had orders (o match ^ the Sfmards, uch

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der the Command of the Marquefs of Ui 
ganex.^ pad: the 14th of July thro* Tur'm^ and 
came near PigneroL General Caprara^ and 
Duke Scbamberg^ who commanded one the 
Troops of the Empire, and the other chofe 
of the King of England^ took their Rout by 
Cbiavene. Prince Eugene and Prince Com* 
merci at the bead ot another Body fil'd off 
by Cumiane. The Dnke of Samy having left 
Turin came to Burlafque^ where he review'd 
the Army, and gave the Generals the Or* 
ders they were to follow. Marfhal Catinaf 
could not comprehend at firft, what all 
thefe Movements tended to.

Himfelf 
took Pofl: fo advantageoufly upon the Hilli 
of FeneJlreUes, 'twas impolTible to attack him 
ConfcJe- there. The Duke of Savoy taking advan- 
r^^i M^ftage of the Marfhars miftake, feiz'd the 

gSL " ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ '^^^ unguarded about Pignerol^ 
and invefted that Place the tfth of July, 
In order to a Siege, *twas neceflfary firft 
to take the Fort of St. Brigide^ which de« 
fended the Citadel, with which there was 
a Communication by a Covcr'd-Way, fo 
that the Garrifon might relieve it when 
they would. This Fort had four Baflions ; 
the 30th of July they opcn'd the Trenches, 

and 
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and the Attacks were continti'd till the 15th 
of j4uguji ; at which time the Befieged, 
feeing the Miners endcavoDr*d to make a 
Breach, and fearing a general AlTault, a- 
bandon'd it, after having fet fire to a Mine 
to blow up the Fortifications, They had be- 
fore carried to fjgwcrol, by the Line of Com- 
niDiiicacion, the grcateft pare of the Cannon, 
Mortars and Amnionition. 

His Royal Highncfs, after he had taktn Fort 
St. Brigide^ divided his Army into three 
Bodies. The firfl; bad orders to advance 
towards Swtd, the fccond towards PragelM^ 
with a defign to give Battel to Catinai be- 
fore his Army was reinforc'd by the Soc- 
cours which were coming from France, and 
to cut off his Coonmunication with Mon- 
lienr Lavray ; and the third was appointed 
to ftay about Pigmrol, to bombard that 
Place, and repair the Fortifications of St. 
Brigide. They found Marfhal Catinat fowcH 
intrench'd in his Camp, and fo well fe- 
cnr'd by fome Defiles, that 'twas impoffible 
to attack him ; which made the Dnke re- 
folve to lealTemblc all the Troops, and or- 
der them to polTefs the Mountains between 
Pignerol and FenejlrtHes, to hinder Catiriat's 
approaching them. After they had bom- 
barded Figncrai, they dcftroy'd the oei'gfa- 
bouriag Country, The Confederates broke 
up the Roads, cot down the Trees, paU*d 
up the Vines, and fet fire to the Villages, 
to deprive the Enemy of all manner of 
Sobfiflance, Pignerol offer'd forty thoofand

Marflial Catinat bad bis Tbooghts fall 
Revenge } when the R«inforceiDents he ( 
pefted arrivM from Catalonia^ Flanders a 
irom the Rhine^ which were all chofen Troo 
he then quitted bis Camp^ refoWiog 
gire Battel to the Allies.

The Stores wb 
had been appointed for the Bombardm< 
and Siege were fent back, and the Ar 
march'd to MarftgUa^ where 'twas imme 
ately put into Battalia. His Royal Hi] 
tiefr, according to his natural Heat, i 
for fighting cofl: what it wou'd ; the oti 
Generals laid before that Prince the d 
ger to which be expos'd himfelf, by 
Superiority and Goodnefs of the Enen: 
Troops. Duke Schomberg cfpecially wo 
have diflfuaded him from it ^ Prince Eu^ 
and the Imperial Generals were of 
fame Opinion as the Duke of Scbofhh 
The Bravery of the Imperial Troops ^ 
not to be doubted ^ but whether the i 
tioHs and FiemontoU would fecond them \ 
a queftion. However, rather than give ; 
OGcafion to have their Zeal or Cour 
fufpeded, they fubmitted to hb Re 
Highnefs's Pleafure. Duke Schomhcrg^ 
willing to have any Command of 
fiindion for that Day, yielded it .to

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iiead of (he left Wing, and the Duke only 
led his own Regimenc as a private Co- 
lonel. This Battel was fought near Or- 
kaffaity and was one of th^ bibodiell in all 
that: War. 

. Buc notwithftanding the great Lofs fu- 
ftain'd hereby the Allies, their Army after 
the Battel were found upon Review to be full 
jSooo Foot and 7000 Horfe, fit for Service: 
They incamp'd at Montcalier^ where they 
took all the necelTary Meaftires to avoid 
a fecond Engagement. Cat'mat decamp'd 
too to be more within Reach, and ralf^ 
Contributions, which was the only Adraa- 
tage he got by the Battel. It fecm'd in- 
deed as if lie had a deCgn opon Co»r. He 
bad detach'd the Count de Vffon to takfe 
Bufco, and intended to follow with all Us Ar- 
my \ but being on the i&arch, he receiv'd 
a Counter-order from Court : The King 
having written to him to tempt again the 
Duke of Savoy to a feparate Pcjce, and 
in order thereto to leave his Country. 
Catinat padlonately detirM to take Wioter- 
Quarters in Piedmont^ but Coni was abfo- 
lutely neceflary for that Porpofe^ The 
King, not thinking fit he (hould ohder- 
take a Siege of that Importance fo late^ 
Order'd him to re-pafs the Mountains bd- 
fore the Snows had fhut up the Pafiages. 
Accordingly he repift the Po near Saluffis^ 
and fii'd off by the Vallies of Ptro-fe and 
tragela/i. He fuffer'd very much in i\dt 
March j his Horfe that had taken the Rout

The Campaign of 1694 ^a< nnadive on 
that Side, the Marefcbal being not in a Con- 
dition to improve his iormer Conqncfts :

$0 4 Peace *^^V "• ^^ ^0*^ it to be reprefented to 
him. that the King his Mafter bad foch 
kind Sentiments for his Perfon, that he 
woold not permit him to do him all the 
mifchief that was in his power. The Mar« 
(hal convey'd to him the Letter the King 
wrote him to that efPed, by means of one 
of his principal Mioifters. The reading of 
that Letter, and many others the Dolce of 
Orkans had writ hioL without mentioning 
fecret Negotiations, (nak*d at laft bis Con- 
fiancy, and inclined him to hearken more 
to the AddreflTcs they made him. He re« 
folvM not to enter into any Negotiation, 
if the Court of Prance would not confent to 
Che yielding np Catjtl and Pignerol They 
offer'd him to demoli(h CaxM^ and to fnr« 
tender to him all that they had uken from 
fiim during the War | but as to Pignerol^ 
the King would not hear it mention'd. 
This Preliminary was an Introdudioa to 
the Peace, but 'twas not then concluded j 
they agreed however to a fecret Nego- 
t'ution, and a Sufpenlion of Arms. It if 
farprizing that his Royal Highnefs, all en- 
€ompais*d as he was, with Troops, Gene- 

ralS] 
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His, and foreign Minifters, carried himfclf 
in this Affair with fo irucii difcreiion, that 
his Council was always impeixtrsblc ; and 
they knew noching of what he did, but 
Ivhen he had a mind to it. 

The fVefltb King enpag'd to recal a!] his 
Troops ont of Pkdmont^ except fotne fma!l 
Bodies which had pofltls'd theiDftlves of 
the PafTes of the Motintains, under the 
Command of Marflial Catinat. The Duke 
ef Savoy on his part ptomis'd not to leave 
the Plain with his Army, nor undertake 
any thing againft France-^ but fo to order it, 
that all the Defigns which the Generals of 
the Allies had forni'd Ihduld niifcarry. He 
pafs'd the Campaign puifuant to this Agree- 
ment. Monfieur Caiinat encamp'd at Fe~ 
ttejlreliet, from whence he i*ent fifteen Batta- 
lions to Peroufe, Tome others into the Counj 
ty of JV/cf, and a Detachment of Horfe and 
Dragoons on the fide of frqiw, to giard 
the Pafles of Provence^ and hinder the Ac- 
tempts the Allies might make on that fide, 
in the mean time the reft of the Troops 
which the King had appointed for Jtaly^ if 
the Duke had not agreed, were fent to Ca- 
talonia:, Provence^ or the Rbtne. The Allied 
feeing that Monfieur Catmat had but a^ 
handful of Men; follicited the Duke to 
Undertake fome important Siege, by taking 
advantage of the Weaknefs of the Enemy ; ^ 
but that Prince having other Views, put 
off all thcfe Entevprizes, and obferv'd faith- 
folly what he had promis'd to France^ to the 
prejudice of his true Intereft and that of his 
Gdafcdcrates.

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Thh was only a Campaign of Marcfiet 
and Countermarches ^ and except theCa« 
ftlcof St. George htioxtCazMl^ which the Al- 
lies took, they liv'd in as moch Tranquillity as 
if they had been in a profound Peace. The 
Army being divided into a great many Bo« 
dies, they thought only of confoming the 
Forage^ and fpending their time agreeably. 
The yaudois indeed did not live in this Idle^ 
nefs ^ they were the moft formidable Enemies 
Monfieur Catinat had at that time upon his 
hands ^ and whatever fide he took, be was 
not able to hinder their Incurfions, and the 
confiderable Booties they took during the 
courfe of this Campaign. 

The Confederate tlcet being fent into 
the Afiditcrrafiean in i<595, the Marefchal 
was obliged to fend the greateft part of 
bis Forces to guard the Coaft of Provence^ 
againft any Intuits from the Naval Powers 
pi the Enemy ; the truth of it is, the fe- 
crct Negotiations with the Duke of Savoy 
were kept on foot all the preceding Win- 
ter, without any fmal Determination ^ fo 
that his Royal Highncfs thought now 'twas 
the time to take the advantage of the ab- 
fence or th: French Forces, and matter a 
Place which the French Miniftcrs made fo 
many Scruples to yield him, I mean Cazj$l. 
[f he Siege bcin^ rcColv'd upon, it was invefted 
in the Month of Afgrch^ and aH things were 
ready to open the Trenches towards the 
beginning of y^;r/7 J but when they went 
ro work upon the Attacks, the Snow fell 
fo violently, and the Co}d became as in- 
fupportablc as if it had been in the midft 

of 
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of Winter. Ic would have deftroy'd the 
Troops which incamp'd about that Place ; 
fo they had orders to return into their 
Qiiarcers. Daring thefe Tranraflions a 
Quarrel arofe between the Generali, a- 
bout the Right to this Place when they 
had conquer'd it. The Spaniards and the 
Imperialijls pretended it belong'd to them, 
sod neither of thefe two Parties would quic 
any thing of their Pretenfions. The Duke 
of Savoy, who had his Views, did not de-f 
fire this Place (hould come into the Pof- 
fefTioo of thefe Powers ; and had rather 
they would have befieg'd I'i^ncrol, becaufc 
it was his if taken, witiionc any difpute. 
The ycmtiam, and a great many little 
Princes of Italy were not veiy well 
pleas'd, that CMz.al IhouM fall into the 
Hands of the Imperialifts or Spdniardt. 
Mardial Catinat fifh'd at that time, as was 
faid, in troubled Waters, and ferv'd him- 
fclf fo well of this Difpute, as to put olF 
the Siege, feeing he was not in a condition ^^.^ jy 
to oppofc it. He faw that the Duke off,a,ie„f 
Savoy had no mind to make it; he oSti'^abamCa- 
him privately a confiderable Sum in ready zil i^^^ 
Wony, if he would abandon the Defign. 
His Royal Highnefs having refus'd it, the 
Marfhal made him another Propoiition, 
to give up this Place, deraoltih'd, to the 
Duke of Mantua. The Duke of Savoy 
convinc'd that the Jmferiatifis would keep 
it, and not liking to have fo formidable 
Enemies at his Gates, joyfully accepted this 
Offer. But to conceal the Secret from 
the Generals of the foreign Courts^ it 
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it was agreed, that his Royal Highnefl 
IboQld make the Siege in forib ; and as 
^oon as they fliould carry on the Work$ 
far enough, and that they (bon|d be lodg'd 
on the Glacis, the Marquefs of Crenan^ who 
was Governoar, fhoiild beat the Chamade, 
Cazal ta- and deliver the Fortrefs, upon the Con« 
ke^hy //^f dicions which the Duke and Marfbal agreed 
'Allhs. between them ^ which he did-, and the Capi- 
tulation was Cgn'd the nth of jMfy. The 
Place was demolifh'd, andgiren to the Duke 
of Uantua. The Marefchal id I696 was a 
main Inftrument in making a Separate Peace 
between the Duke of Savoy and bis Royal 
Mailer, who knew him to be as weD qua- 
lified for Negotiations 6f State, as for the 
Affairs of the Field : He fent the Connt de 
Tcjfe^ then a Lieutenant Qeneral, but fince a 
Marefchal of France^ to Turin^ with Inftm- 
6ions fuitable to tbofe he had bimfelf re- 
ceived from Court ^ and being fopplied 
with an Army much fuperiour to that of 
his Royal Highnefs, he adranc'd, without 
Oppofition, near Turin^ threatning at firft 
the Extirpation of the very Name of the 
Jiedmontoisx But nevetthelefs giving the Duke 
time enough to reinforce his Army before 
that City, to fortiiie his Camp, and to 
draw a Line from the Daero to the Po ; it 
gave the AUies a Sufpicion that there was 
fome Underftanding between the two Courts, 
and the Marcfcbars moving farther ofF to- 
^ wards Pignerol fome time after, its certain 
did not leflfen it. There was indeed an Ad- 
venture which happenM much about the fame 
time, which fufiiciently dii'covsr'd the Se« 
t crcfie 
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creCc of the French Conn in this Affair, 
as well 33 the AITurance they had of their 
Work being done oa that Side. 

There was a Difcourfe of fomc Mifun- W? »' «r 
derftaodiog between the Marefchal and the*"^^*' 
Grand Prior of France^ while the Army lay p/„, ^ 
at Rivaita ^ for the Grand Prior arging two 
or three Teveral times, that the Marefchal 
had favourable Opportunities to have gain- 
ed confiderablc Advantages over the Allies; 
and ftill preCTmg htm to make ufe of the 
time, the Marefchal as often put him off" 
with Refofals ^ which made the other, in 
the heightb of his Zeal, as believing the 
Marefchal Co be guilty of Negligence or 
Covirardice, to write his Accuficions to the 
King, who could not forbear fmiling all the 
while he read the Letter : However, he wa^ 
To kind as to fend him an Anfwer, and ta 
let him know that the Marefchal had o- 
bey'd his Orders ; and that he Ihould foon 
fee the Reafons of his pretended Negligence 
aqravell'd.

1701. cuftomed Addrefs in finifliing the Treat/ 
between the Duke of Sazny and the two 
Crowns, by which the Duke cng^ed to 
maintain 2^00 Horfe, and 8000 Foot, for 
a Subfidy of i^ooo Livres a Month 1 and 
that he (hould be Generaliffimo ot tbc 
Troops of the two Crowns, and the Prin- 
cefs of Pirdmont^ bis Daughter be marrid 
to the Catholick King. The Marfbal ar« 
riving at Turin the t4th of ^jpri/, we cao* 
not exprefs the kind Reception he met 
with.

Dr. Matthew Ltjier and I, fhewing him 
3 piece of the Plaifter we had taken oft", he 
fcenicd much forpriz'd, and otFerd to take 
his corporal Oath, that ic was none of what 
he had given Eahr^ nor did he know what 
kind of mixture ic was; It no where ap- 
pears that Dr. Mattheva Lijier himfelf ever

He has fet down the Charges of 
bis Journey from Jaffa co Jerufalem. An 
European Pilgrim pays foorteen Rixdollari, 
but an Armenian^ a Grecian^ or one of the 
Padre di Terra Santa pays but fevea Rii:« 
dollars. The Druggerman who received the 
Money of the Travellers^ makes alfo the 
beft Bargain he can with the Leader of the 
jlrabian Rovers, in order to liave the Paf* 
fengcrs go unmolefted from the lofnlts of 
fuch Vagabonds : But notwithftanding this 
Agreement, the jlrabs break thro' all thefe 
Engagements, and begin to exa£k upon the 
Pilgrims as foon as conveniently they can^ 
carrying off now and then confiderable Sums. 
Some have connived a Stratagem to keep 
their Goods or Monies from the Arabs^vihidi 
js done by putting it up in the Belly of a 
dead Hog ^ the Arabs having a great Anti- 
pathy againd Ho|^s, and being unwilling 
cv^'n to touch 'cui.

vember Mr. Ludvlplj Tet out from Jtrufalam 
to purfoe his Journey to Cairo, where he 
arrived the 19th of Dectmbcr following: 
The Converfaiion he had with the Com- 
mander of a Turkifh Ship in his Fflflage to f^/^ ce»i- 
^lexmdrU^ is not the leaft Remarkable thing wr/anon 
in his Travels ; for, reading the NewTe-'^"'* « 
ftament in j^rabick, which was printed inj"''''"^ 
that Laaguage at the Charge of that great ^i^','1"'"'^ 
and good Philofopher Mr. Rokrt Boyle^ while 
he was on Board, Bhjfed are the meek^ &c. 
The Captain having hearkned a little while, 
ask'd what Book that was ; to which Mr. 
Ludolph aafwering. That it vat the Syfiem of 
the Cbrifian Reli;iy>n ; He reply'd. That that 
could not pajfibly he, fmce they praQifed tix quite 
contrary : To which Mr. iMdol^b rejoining. 
That the Turks bnving no OppertunitfefCoil' 
7;trftng with any other' than Sailors mid Msf- 
vbatttij fea of vebdm /they reckon'd to be good 
Cbfifiians, Sec. The Turk feerti'd to be very 
well pleas'd, and thence forward was ex- 
treamly kind to him. 

The Account Mr. Ludolfh gives of the 
jtate of Religion among the Grecians ia 
ihefe Parts, contains nothing but a pompons 
md ceremonious Appearance of their Ucr 
:lenallicks. However, he contracted a friead- 
liip with fome of their befl: difpoled M^n, 
vhich he kept up afterwards by way. of an 
" ■ Q 4 cpiftpUr^ 
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cpiftolary Corrcfpondcncc. ' And it was tsn- 
doubted I y the Sight he had had himfclf of 
the deplorable State ot thefc Churches, thaC 
moved him to attempt, after his return, 
the ImprclTion of the New Teftamcnt la 
Tulgar Greek^ and to make thereof a cbari- 
table Prcfcnt to the Creek Church. He 
writ then to fome of his rricnds at Londm 
upon this Subjcdt : ^ If we arc truly feofible 
of that r,rcat Mercy which hath fo plen- 
tifully bcltowM upon us the fpiritual 
Food of our Souls ^ we (hall then look 
upon it as our Duty to make others al* 
fo partiikcrs of this heavenly Blefliag. 
■ Wherefore wc defirc the Con- 
currence of thofe that confider bov^ 
*kindly fnch a Concern for the Souls of 
our Brethren will be taken by our hea- 
venly Father, who takes care of our Souls 
with fo unfpeakablc a Tendernefs, and 
whofc infinite Goodneis prompts him to 
pour the more HlcfTings uix)n Men, the 
more /cnlous he finds them to improve 
Htii Fg/ours to his Glory in the Service 
of their I'cllow-Cicatures. 
I never was but once in Mr. LudolfW% 
Company, b^ing recommended to him 
by a very worthy Fticnd of his and mine, 
that he would bellow one of the Books ia 
vulp,ar Cretk upon me, which I have ftill

nity; for, faid he, many propagate t 
own particular Schems, and take this t( 
the (Sofpel of Chrift.

efore they did go thither.

and Efteem ; ivbichas it may feem fomevtbatFoi^/r/c 
ftrange in the Eyes of fame, who confine their f7^'»> 
Oiaiity to one fort of People only ; fo it 
left a very good ImprefGoa upon the faid 
JewSj who, at the Receipt of the Money, ^ 

wifhed a thoufand Bleflings to the deceased.

nbereopoa the other Regimeots eotred the 
LioeSf maftcr'd ihc Trenches, after mncli 
Blood and Slaughter, and ftormM a Fort, 
whereon there was a Battery againft, St. 
Demetrius^ which tbey bravely carried and 
nailed up the Cannon, la tbe interim th« 
Turks brginning to draw into order, and ad* 
vancing, a terrible Fight enfa'd, and while 
the fBcccfs fcem'd doubtful, a Magazine ol 
Powder of 1 34. Quintals, which wa? newly 
won by the CbriiUani, blew tip, which fa 
amazed thera, that they began in Confu' 
fioa CO difperfe to the Right and Left, and 
fly, with the lofs of many Men, and Tome 
coofiderable Officers, bnt more particularly 
tbc brave Dulie of Btaufort, who was fup-^'"^' 
pofed to have been blown up here, tbo* bis 
Body could never be found.

Tears after this, made anotlier Campaign in, ^rjfx-

kinising between Franpe and Spain^ he wa

made a Cardinal by Pope jile$eaHder \ 
ind ever after known by the Title of C 
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diaal de Vtndofiie^ but he did not long enjoy T)e*ib. 
this new Dignity, for he departed this 
Life on the 6ih of Augvft 1669^ aty/ixia 
Froz/tnce. 

Lewis Jofepb, Dnke of VtYidofme^ was Born Lewii jo~: 
oa the 30th day of June \6%^. who, as hcf^pb Dulif 
grew up. being Trained ia thofe Sciences "Z^'T" 
aad manly Exercifes fuitable to the Great- g**''"'"' 
nefs of his Birth, he made his firft Campaiga '" ' 
at the Age of Eighteen in the Year 1^72, 
againlt the Dutch ; and no other that 1 can ^"■^ . , 
find, during the Courfe of that War, which f/'^^*"'^'* 
terminated with the Peace of Nimeguen in 
itf78. 

The new War begnn by France in 1688 
having occafioned the fprming a ftrong Con-? 
federacy af^ainft her, the Heads of which ^ 
were the Emperor, Kings of England and 
Spain^ States of HiUatid, Duke of A',iioy &c. 
Lewis XIV found himfetf under the neceffity 
of imploying the beft military Heads in 
France againlt fuch formidable Powers; a- 
mong which, it fecms, the Duke of ^md')fnit 
was not reckoned, fince he was not imployed 
to Command till the Tery laft Year ot th^c 
War: But then the Mtrefchal de NoaiSes ,, , 
failing Sick, the King pitched upon Vitt- ^'J'^i _ , 
dofme to Command in his Room; upon "^"^* 
which he fet forwards and after having had 
a Conference with NoaiSes at Perptgnatt^ he 
came to the Army, then within a League 
and an Half of Gironne. His firft Expedition 
was to relieve CaftleFoW/f, whofe Garrifon i^f/i'wV 
for want of Provifions was reduced to Great ^"I^M" 
Extremities; and being informed that the^""* 
Sfan'mrds fupported by the Engtijh aad Dutcb 
R Etcet^ 
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Fleet, under Admiral Ri#/, had formed a 

Defigp to befiege Pdtamos^ he marched to its 

AfHftance with a Refolotion to attack them : 

He poflfeft the rifing Grounds and the moft 

advantageous Polls, tho^ the Spaniards did 

their belt to defend them. He could not 

attack the Confederates hot by their Right and 

there refolved to begin the Battle: The 

Spaniards^ during thefe Tranladions, hating 

. Pofleft themfelves of a Village before theii 

Right by 5000 Men Landed from the Ships. 

the Duke did not think it proper to at< 

tack them, and retired / However having re* 

ceived a Reinforcement of Troops, he pre

' ^'**"* Spaniards to abandon the Siege; who fearin{ 

to be attacked at the fame time that the; 

wereimployed in it, raifed it, and thus Con 

tributed to give the Duke of ymdofme z\ 

Honour, in which their own Misuaderlland 

ing had the greareft Share. 

Having fucceeded herein and finding him 
felf noW at the Head of a well appdinte< 
Army, confifting of above Thirty Thonlani 
Men and a great Train of Artillery, he pro 
)e€ted the important Siege of Parcelima 
the Capital of that Principality; the Plac 
was provided with a ftrong Garrifoa, th 
Prince of JHejfe Darmftadt Commanded tfa 
German Forces therein •, but Don Piemente 
formerly Governor of Cbarkray^ was Govet 
nor, and Don Francifco de Vtlafco the Fiu 
T^cy with the Spani/h Forces, to the Nombc 
of about Sooo Foot and 4000 Horfe was pofte 
behind the River Ugehrat^ to fnccour it % 
Occaiion requii'ed^

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" The Duke invefted the Place on the i2thB<^f;e* 
6f Junt^ and having opened (lie Trenches iaB««lom. 
the night between the i^tli and leth, they 
were carryed on that night within 150 
Paces of the firfi: Palifadoes; and the Troops 
i^ofTeffed thcmfelves of the Convents 
6f the Capucbtjji and Cordeliers. We cannot 
pretend to enter upon a Jonrnal of this 
Siege: Its certain the GiniTpn made a 
Very brave Defence, and nothing could be 
(note Glorions than the Adtions performed 
by them on the 4th and ^:h of y.?//, wherein

The Horfe under Grigni, by the Means of 
Fort Monjulch had a free Commnnicgtion 
with the Town and Facilitated the PatTagc 
of the Convoys fent thither with Ammunition 
and Proviiions : The Befieged had refolved 
on the 14th of July^ at Nig,ht to make a 
general Sally on the Trenches of the French^ 
and at the fi me time Grigni ani Otaro yitxz He Sur- ^, 
to attack his Camp, But the Duke of ^e«- fr/^e* ft* 
ffo/we having Notice of all this, detached Sp^infli 
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200O Horfe, and 3000 Foot, and mai 
with them the 13th before Day, tow 
CormiUe-^ and at the fame time. he C 
/manded Lieutenant-General dVJJon < 
2000 FuOliers and Grenadiers,' and : 
Horfe, towards the Hills; Lieutenant-G 
ral Barbederes remaining in the Camp 
the reft of the Forces, to maintain the G 
of the Trenches, and obfervc the Garri 
Legal^ who Commanded the Van-guar 
of the Troops that were with the Duk 
f^endofme^ being come near to the Villa] 
CorrjeiUe^ met with 4 or $ Troops of 
fiijh Horfe, who being forc'd to retire, 
Fnmh follow'd them fo clofc, that 
cntred with them into their Camp, and 
N . reft of the Forces immediately after jfo 

they advanced as far as the Village o; 
Felice^ the Quarters of the Vice-rqy, 
efcap'd with much Difficulty. The F 
Solditrs thereupon fell to plundering, 
among other things took a Box, wh( 
there were 20000 Piftoles. 

In the mean time the Spanifh Horfe 
ly'd, and thtee or four Squadrons atts 
the French Horfe, who were difperfed, 
flew many of them ; but thefe being 
ported by fome frcfh Squadrons, ftopt 
Spaniards : The Duke of f^endofme did 
think it advifeable to proceed any furl 
but contenting himfelf to make the 
nUrds quit two of the three Camps 
were poirefTcd of, returned to the Siege j 
notwithftanding all .the Efforts he ufei 
pu(h it to a Conclufion, it w,as the ^t 
^ugufi before the Garrifon could be bro

the loth, and the Garrifon march'd out on"**^*- 
the 1 5th with all Enfigos of Honour. 

TheConduftand Bravery of the Duke of 
Venio^mt in the whole management of this 
grand Affair, was very much excoil'd ia 
France^ and indeed not witliout fome reafon ; 
but when it came in the l^fl: War to be 
corapar'd with the Siege of Barcelona^ forni'd 
by the Earl of Feterborm^b in 1705, it was 
verf much lefTca'd, and the Remark that was 
made was this; that w*iea Fendopue ht be- S^,!' 
fore it with an Army of 30QO0 Men, it held 
out ^6 Days of open Trenches, and coft the 
Fremb 12000 Men, kill'd or made iinfervice- 
able, befides a great number of Officers and 
30 Engineers: Whereas the Earl's Army was 
not much tnore pumerous than the GarrifoHj 
by whioh it was defended, the Siege did not 
lafl abave three Weeks, and the Lois, fetcing 
afide the bi :ive Prince of Heffe'^ being killed, 
was inconOdcrable, 

In the i]\terval of tlie two lall: Wars,^^^f./j4- 
a certain Author, with what luftnefs 1 c^noCr4^m^'<J. 
account for, was plesfed to fix this Chaj-aftiqr 
upon the Duke of feadofme. Pre^offefton u fl 
Jlraiige tbinx, if you mud xpbat the World fayt^ 
the Dukf of Vendofme is a Hero ; if you Uflen 
to what vs privately wbifpir'd among theft Officers 
that have feen hint in jiliioyi , he hM mitber 
Head nor ^rms^ but only a little ^ood Luck^ and 
it may alfo be faid of bim, that ^ice U rewarded 
ia hU Perfott : tie is otherwife good Natur'd, L.i- 
iieral. Familiar, a Utile too plain in bvi Addnfs^ 
of a coarfe Tafle, and a great lover of Men of 
Wit J without difcermn^ ibe Vtlicaiy of it : Hi} 
R 3 wdgi 
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x^ay of Living wiU not fuffer him to be t 
ffoksn of' till after his Death. 

What the Author means principally b] 
way of Living I do not imderftand, unle 
be that his Highnefs, contrary to the CuJ 
of the French Nation, was moch giver 
Drinking^ concerning which thete are tr 
Stories related, the Particulars where 
fhall not enter upon, but proceed to n 
t)ublick Affairs : The French Arms in 
beginning of the laft Wir, proving ^ 
fo fuccefsful in Itat^ as the King cxpe< 
firft under the Conduft of the Marefchs 
Catinat^ and afterwards of ViUeroy^ his 
)efl:y in 1702, appointed his Cofin de . 
dofme to head his Troops inthac Conn 
Tho* they had not the fam^ good Opii 
at Taris of the Duke's Merit an4^ Capai 
as they had at Cotfrt j and 'twai faid, ' 
General had only made War againfi the Sp 
ards^ but^ he could not do fo in Italy, wbe 
would have to do with Prince Eugene, ag 
whom the other Generals of France, had not 
yef but the Difaduantage^ in flight of tbet 
f^ility md Superiority. The Army was' 
fgj.fl numerous, and well provided* and the 
C^pajgnperialijls^ under Prince Eugene^ having 
in Italy, fome time blockaded the City of Man 

Vtndofme refolved to fct that Place at 
berty, and having hirafclf in Perfon mafl 
Caneto^ he pafs'd the Oglio at Bardelano^ 
march'd thro' the Bre/pan. Prince l^ugem 
neceflitated to quit Vfliano^ and to dravi 
own Men from Marmiroloy whereby Ma 
Hflieves ^3$ freed on that fide next to Feroneta 
Mantua, ^^at Vendofme pafs'd the Chiefa^ without

The Stratagem of Prince Eugene foon after 
this, to furprize the Duke of f^ettdofme ia 
his Qiiarters, near Afantua, being nnhappily 
tlifappointed ; the Duke in his Turn, had 
the good Fortune, as well as CondnA, to 
furprizc, and alaioft totally ruin three Re- I 

gimeots of Imperial Horfe pofted under Ge- 
neral Flfioitli^ at Santa Vittma : And King 
Fhilif, now in Italy^ in his Letter to the 
Frt«cfc King concerning this Enterprise, fays. 
He would leave hit Co/in deVendofiBe to fend I 

his Majefly a Courier^ for he nould not a/crtbe 
the Honour of that ASion to himftlf^ which wrts 
altogether hn Vut. 

, As for the great Battle of Luz.0a^ fought pighistht 
oa the 1 5th of -**ji(/i this Year; 'tis certain B«(;<o/ 
Philif and Veniiofme were very much fupe- Luzar*. 
rior to Prince Eugene in Numbers : The 
Jmperialijls^ as having drove the French and 
Spaniards a thotifand Paces back from the ■ 

Place of Battle, and incampiag that Nighc 
upon the Ground they quitted, daim'd the 
Viftory ; and alledg*d farther, that Prince 
Eugem pcefently made his Viftory known 
after the Fight, whereas f^endafme did aoc 
perceive he was a Vi£tor till two Days af- 
ter, when he fent an Acconnt of it to the 
French King, by the Duke de Villtroy ; Be \t 
as it wilt, both Sides had their Te Deumty 
and the French inform'd us. That the Duke 
de Vendofme »-« prefertt every xvbere in the 
Battle^ and performed aU the Dutiei of a Gent' 
ratf bting dwayi in tbe^reatefi Danger. 
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The Duke de f^endofnte^ notwithftaoi 
the Difputablcncfs of the Viftory at Lh 
(which foon furrendtcd to him) to kcc| 
the Reputation of it, held a Council of ^ 
about laying Siege to Borgoforte j but it 
pearing too difficult, that of CuafiaUa 
pitch'd upon and taken \ and fome tim< 
ter there was a great trial of Skill betv 
him and his Cofin Prince Eugene^ who

Upon which the Pi 
told him, that fincehewas of the Regie 
of t7/r, and by Confcquence a German^ 
ought to ficrifice himfelf for the Servic 
his Country ; that it would be ealie for 
to bring ovfei' fome other Germans of bis 
giment^ and perfwade them to deliver 
one of the Gates of the. City, when

The Duke of Savoy being all this while 
fufpcfted by Fr-tnce of Infincerity, his Ma- 
jefty fent the Duke de f^cndofme orders to„ ... 
difarm his Troops that fcrvcd in the Army^,^^ f^ 
of the Two Crowns, which the Duke Exe-Traopitf 
coted ia the following Manner: He caufedSatoy. 
French Troops in the Night to be polled 
between the intrcnchtnents along the Serbia 
and the Troops of the Duke of Savoy, and 
ia the Morning went hinifelf to the Quar- 
ters of the Marquefs of Palavkmi who 
Commanded them and ordered him to be 
feized. At the fame time all the Ol^cers 
were Seized and the Soldiers difarmed, they 
were in Number nine Bataliions and as many 
Squadrons. He allowed the General and the 
other Officers their Bjggagc, to wear their 
Swords, and to be Confined in Lodi, bnt 
to have the freedom to walk about the 
Town upon their Parole: But be detain'd 
all the Artillery belonging to the Savoyards^ 
with the Horfes and Carriages, and the fame 
Day ordered 20000 Men to March towards 
Piedmont, to difinember from the Dakes Sub- 
jeftion fuch Towns and FortrelTes by main 
Force, which the Duke rcfufed to furrender 
npoD Demand ; and that f^endofme'i March 
might be rendrcd the more terrible, he was 
ordered to fend the following Lines to the 
Duke, to give him Notice of it.

he caafcd the fame to be Stormed on the 
Firft of March^ took i; with coniidcra- 
ble Lofs, and on the Third Suramon'd the 
Governor of tiic Town to Sarrcnder, of- 
fering him Hoaoarabic Terms, and declaring 
^t if they were nor accepted he might «- 
nednone: But the Governor looking upon 
bimfelf as befieged onU, lince the taking of 
Che Fori^ anfwered that he had bee>i be- 
fieged but T<vo Days, it was not yet time 
to think of Capitulating, and that he ooghE 
to apply hiaifelf to the Dokc of Savoy^ who 
was not fir off.

Ctions accordingly, that Prince was no fooncr 
informed of his Motions, but he fent awaj 
bis Cannon and Baggage, levelled his In- 
trenchments and retired towards Cbivss: 
ymdofme hcrcnpon taking PofTeffion of Cref- 
(entim, puftied the Siege of Ksrw, notwith- 
ftanding the Great Severities of Weather, 
as well as the nofl: valiant Defence of the 
Befieged, with guiC Viaour and Conftancy: 
At length the Befieged offering to Capitulate 
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Ofl the tfth of Affix 1705, and being 
fafed any other Terms than Prifonei 
War, next Day they blew up their Bo 
Gtenadoes, Fire-pots, and other Fire-wc 
and again defired to Capitulate, bat ' 
anfwered they mnft yield at Dircretion. 
the 8th, they blew np their Mines, w 
threw down the three Walls, and all 
Wot^s, except the Ddn)on^ into which 
y^hfi Ve- retired and next Day furrendred at Difcn 
hic. to the Number of 1250 Men. The F 
were then pleafed to tell as •, that tho 
l>efieged in the laft Days of the Siege 
a£ted contrary to the Laws of Arms, 
the Doke of f^endofme would not fufFci 
Officers to be riied, nor the Soldiers t 
itript. It was farther added, that v 
the Baron de Freifirtg came out with his i

Its very certain the Duke of rend 
piew*d great Condudt and firmnefs of I\ 
in the whole Series of this unparal( 
Siege, which coft the French very d< 
their Lofs, by a Lift handed about by 
Allies, amounting to at leaft twelve thou 
Men. 

However it was, the French King (h< 
himfelf extreamly pleafed with the Event, 
the Duke's Condud, faying in his Lettei 
the Archbifliop of Paris^ * That this En 
f prize had been fooncr over^ if the C 
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tk Vettdofme^ more folicirous for the Pre- 
fcrvation of his Troops, than his own 
Glory, and befidcs being inforni'd of the 
Extremity the beficged was reduc'd to, had 
thought fit to delay the Swccfs, and 
not expofe fo many brave Officers and 
Soldiers to the unavoidabl; Peril of fe- 
veral Mines, of which he had Knowicdec; 
and to which they would have offer- 
ed thcmfelvcs with the fame Zeal as 
they had (howa oa fo many different 
O:cafions, 

This SicE-e of Vcrut was but jufl: over; 
when the Duke 4t l^cndofme potted to Man- 
tuit^ being followed by fevcral Batralion*; 
his Delign being to join the Grand Prior 
his Brother, and to attack Afirandda, which 
la forne time fell into their Hands. 

Now came on the bloody Bntle of Cajfino^P'^htiiH 
the French began their Account of it with a ^''"''^/ 
Flourifh in favour of the Duke of ^cidofme^^/f"^ 
fdyinj^, that Prince £«^fne, in whofe Valour 
and Conduct the Enemy had plac'd their lalt 
Refource, endeaTouring to re-eftablifh their 
Affairs in Italf, after feveral fruitlcfs At- 
tempts to furprile the Duke of ymdofme:^ 
judg'd it would be difficult for hira to haz- 
zard a Battle againlt fiich a General, and 
againft Troops whofe Bravery had bren fuf- 
Bci^atly made appear during the whoi.e Conrfe 
of the Campaign ; and therefore he deter- 
aiin'd it to be his beft way to Endeavour 
to pafs the ^M»^ and penetrate into Pied' 
moKf, in order ,to fuccour the Duke of S«r 
voy y and theiefore decamping fiotp Ronttr 
tiiKgo on Ihe loth of ^h^hJI at i in thtf 
Sf MorfllDg/ 
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Mornine;, aad marching in three Colomnf, 
by different Routs, it pnfled the IDoke for 
a while ^ till being inform'd that they had 
pafled the Serio^ and were got back to Tre^ 
viglioy on the i ith between 5 and 6 in the 
Evening, he caufed his Army to march in 
two Colunins; his Infantry, followed by the 
Artillery, being on the Right, and all the 
Cavalry and Baggage on the Left : The 
Horfe croiTed the Scrio over the Bridge of 
Crem^^ but the Foot forded that River ; 
this done, and having advice on the iicb, 
that the Imperialifts Rear-Guard bad pafled 
the Bridge that is over againft Crema at 
four in the Evening before, and continued 
their march towards the jtdda^ he order'd 
the Grand Prior, his Brother, to encamp 
at Bagnuolo near Cnma^ whilft he bimfeif 
went with all the Dragoons to Lodi \ from 
whence arriving opportunely at Caffano^ he 
was inform'd on the 14th in the Morning, 
that Prince Eugene had made two feveral 
Detachments with Cannon to force the In- 
trenchments, poflcfled by the Troops of the 
two Crowns, on ihtMda: Whereupon the 
Doke having left a Body of Stptfs in Cajfano^ 
and fome Detachments of Horfe at conve* 
nient Dillances, to keep open a Communi- 
cation with the Army at jlgnadeUo^ marchVl 
up with the Troops pofted lower o^ the 
jidda^ as far as Trcz.zo ^ but finding the 
Prince's Defign was on the Poll of Paradifo^ 
there he laid a Bride over the jldda^ with- 
out any Oppofition) than the fire of the E« 
nemies Cannon.

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P^endofme^ 10 tbd meao time, feat Orders 
to the ^rand Prior to poll bimfelf at IH^ 
f/otta^ ia oirder to draw near the Bridge of 
Caffano^ and fo to fortifie bioifelf there, that

}oLned bim on the 15th at Sun rlGng at P4- 
tadifo : But finding on the 1 tfth that the Prino^ 
was retir'd from his Bridge on the yftUt^ 
that be might with the greater Advantage 
attack that part of the Army which re* 
main*d at RivoUa^ under the Grand Prior; 
he polled to Caffano^ canfed the Army to be 
extended in two Colamns to Rivolta^ and 
manag'd it fo that all the Troops were 
joined when the Imferialifts attacked thcf, 
Rear-Guard j one of their Columns filed ^W 
by the Road that leads from treviglio W 
Caffano^ and palled the Cwnmuna over a gteac

them out of it with great lofs ; the Battle

The Duke of Vendofme, who was fuccecdcd 
in the Command of the Army in Italy by 
the Duke of Orleans, left //law 00 the 21ft 
of July, and indeed all the good Fortune 
of the Frencbin that Country, feemed to leave 
them with that General. In the mean time tha 
French Army had received fcch a Rout ac 
RameUies, that it was a very difficult mat- 
ter to infpire frefh Courage into them, tho' 
the Duke de rmdofme^ to do him Juftice, pmit- 
tcd aotbing to ^ecftablilh the Troops during 
*■ the 
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1706. the Relt of the Campaign of 170^, while 
Mtnin was taken by the Dnke of Marlbormub^ 
as it were, in fight of him. The Campaign 

S707- of 1707, was the only one fince the Com« 
mencemcnt of the War, wherein the Duke 
of Marlborough did nothing that was Me- 
morable; whether this is to be attributed 
wholly ro the Condud of the Duke of f^* 
dofme^ I'ie leave others to Judge. Its certain, 
be appeared at the Head of a great Amy 
without his Lines, and incamped on the Plains 
of Flerus^ having formed a Defign to ra- 
vage Brabant^ which obliged the Duke of 
Malborough to pafs his Campaign with the 
Confederate Army at Meld&rp to cover the 
Country ; and this prevented him to under* 
take any Siege. 

The Duke having had the Addrefs to 
put a flop to the Frogrefs of the Arms of 
the Allies this Campaign, no Body could 
be thought to be fitter to Command the 
Army of France in the Netherlands for the 
Year 1708, than^his Highnefs.* Bnt I know 
not what Rcafons induced bis Majelty | to 
fend the Princes this Year into the Field ;

againft it, and Major-general MuBrrof^ who 
was pofted at Marienkirk with two Engbfi 
and one Spanifh Batallions, endearonred to 
throw a Reinforcement into the Caftle, bat 
was repulfed in his Defign, and obliged to 
Retire. The Governor of the Cittadel ca- 
pitulated the next Day, as did the Town 
of Bruges^ upon a Detatchment of the French 
Army arriving before the Place, witbonc 
making the leaft OppoGtion ; only fome Ce- 
remonies in the Matter were obferved, and 
certain Conditions agreed upon, refpefting 
the Receiver of their Contributions and his 
Comptroller : But the whole Air of the Ca- 
pitulation demonftrated, that the Articles 
thereof were agreed upon long before, by 
other Perfons than they that pretended to 
execute them. 

But whild the Deputies of the States were 
endeavouring to find Methods how to ob- 
ftruft the Progrefs of the French^ and fecure 
the Towns in that Part of Flanders^ from 
the Force and Intrigues of the two Crowns:

Get up^ Get up^ Mr. IVhite^ crycd Cromw^B^ 
you fnall have her: And fo he made him 
Marry her, who was a very homely Womao, 
and for whom, it was thought, he never 
had any real Kindnefs, tho' (he liv*d' his 
Wife for about Fifty Years. This 
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This Madam Rich was afterwards tnar- 
ry'd to Sir John HuJJht of Chiffenkam- HaQ^ 
in the County of Cambrid^e^ Bar. and by 
him became the Mother ot Sir tViSiam Ruf- 
fel, dcceafed ; of Brieadter Rich Ruffel^ bow 
living; ofMr. John Rufjet, a great Merchant in 
:hc EaJi-Indiei-j and of the Lady Frank^iand^ 
Wife of Sir Thomoi FranUand, Bar. and one 
jf the Governoiirs of the Poft-Office : The 
Lady R^ffel liv'd lately with her Sifter the 
liountcfs Dowager of FakonUrg. 

The Pioteftor had alfo four Sifters, one^^^^^ 
3f which was Married to Colonel John Def~ 
wrought fome time one of the Generals at 
sea, Maior-Generat of feveral Counties in 
:he We^^ one of the Lords of the Cinejue 
Porij, &c. Another was marry'd to Roger 
Vhetjlottej an Officer in the Parliament Ar- 
Tiy, but he dying before Oliver came to his 
jrandeur, (he was marry'd to John Jones^ a 
jentlemjn of IVaUs^ one of tlic King's 
Indgcs, Governour of the Ifle of Angtejta^ 
>ne of the Commiflioners of Parliament: for 
:he Government of Ireland^ and one of Crom- 
jielTs Houfe of Lords; he was, after the 
ieftoration. Executed as being a Regicide. 

A third Sifter was marry'd to f^i- ^ _ 

mtine Walton^ of Stoughton in the County J 

jf Huntington^ afterwards Colonel in the * J 

i'arliament Army; and one of the King's 
[udget : After her deceafe he marry'd Che 
Daughter of one Pimm of BriU in Staking- 
lanajhirt ( Widow of jiujlen of the fame 
'lace) but upon fore-fight of the King's 
leturo, he fled into Flanders, and liv'd un- 
known for Tome time, in the Ccoditioa of 
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a Gard'ner : At length growias Slck» ind 
like to die, be difcover'd who ne was^ and 
delir'd that after hii £>eath his neat Rela- 
tions in England might be acqnainced with 
II a fourth Sifter, namM Robms^ 

was manry'd to Peter French^ Dr. in Divi- 
nity, by whom (be had a Ctaughter nam'd 
£UzMctb^ wbo was marry'd to Jotm TiSnt- 
fm^ Dr. in Divinity, and Archbifbop of 
Canterbury ^ by him (he became the Mother 
of two Daughters, the eldeft of which dyM 
at the Age of about fifteen ; the other was 
BiarryM to James Cbadwick^ Ef<}} fometimc 
a Commiflioner of the Cuftoms, in the Reign 
of King William III, and bore him two 
Sons, George and John^ I fdppofe^xxh liv- 
ing ', as (he did alfo a Daoghter naaiM 
JUdry^ marry'd to Mr. Foa^fcr, one of the 
$ons of Dr. Fowkr^ Bi(hop of Gloeefiir^ and 
fometime a Linnen-draper in Cbeapfide^ Lnh 
dan: Robina^ above-mention'd, marry'd to 
her fecond Husband John iVilkins^ Dr. in 
Divinity, and fometime Bi(hop of defter. 
but by him left no Children ^ file forviv^a 
him, and liv'd afterwards with her Dangh- 
ter Tiliotfon till her Death, which happened 
in the time that the Do&or was Dean of 
Cant&bury. 

I have been the more particnlar in tliefe 
Genealogies, as well as thofe few that are 
to come, becaufe they are moft of them new, 
and not to be met with any whereellc.

by the Title of Lord Proicftor, he got him 
eledted Chaacellor of the Umverlity of Ox-Chimtbr 
ford ia his own flcad ; gave him Coinmaad'!'^0«'<»nL 
ill the Army, and when he thought he to 
Conltitute a new Houfe of Lords, hy the 
name of the othtr Bouje ^ the Lord Richard 
was at the head of them, and fo continu'd 
till hia Father's Death, which happcn'd on 
the 3d of September 1658. 

It was faid, it was very common with KS^i^ 
him in his Father's Life-time, to drinlt his J**"***^*"- 
Father's Landlord's Health: Be it as it will, 
the Lord Richard Cromwell^ on the next 
Morning was proclaim'd his Father's lawful 
SuccefTor, as he had deligoM him ia his 
Life-time; upon which the Army Congra- A^Jrefi 
tulatcd their new General, and reoew'd theiifromat 
Vows of Fidelity to him; the Navy i'id^^"">f 
Che like ; The City appear'd more unani- j^A"*" 
mous for his Service than they were for 
his Father's, teftifying their Obedieoce to 
their new Sovereign, without any Helita- 
tion. What became of all thofe Addrefles, 
■vhich he afterwards i;i Derition, when be 
abdicated, called The Uvei and Fortunes of 
the People of England, aod defired they thould 
be kept fafe, I could not, after all my £0- ' 
(]airy, Had any manner of Account. 

He was not only addrefs'd to, and high- 
ly Complemented at Home, but foreiga 
Princes addrcfs'd their Condolances CO biia,

This Addrefs was no foiner dcliver'd than 
Tichbarn and Ireion^ two Aldermen of London^ 
and principal Commanders of that Militia, drew jte Cni 
Up likewife a Remonftrance, and fcnt ir to the MUind 
Council of Officers i in which they declared /ienni 
their RefolUlions with the Army to ftick tothenu 
Vlz the 
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the |ood old Caure, and that they were re- 
folv*d to accompany them in whatfbever thct 
(hoQld do for what they call'd the Natkmi 
Good. 

The Parliament being quickly alarm'dwidi 
there Cabals, voted, ^ that there Ihoold be no 
^ Meeting or general Council of Officers, with- 
^out the ProteAor's confent, and by bis Or- 

* der : And, that no Perfons fliould urrt Ctrnt 
^ mands by Sea or Land, in either of the three 
' Nations, who did not immediately fablcribc} 
^ that he would not difturb the free meetini 
^ of Parliaments, or of any Members in either 
^ Houfe of Parliament *, nor obftruft their free- 
^ dom in Debates and Counfels. Thele Votci 
or to this EfTefl, were fent to Richard^ ana 
by him prefently to Wallingfmed Houle» where 
the Council of Officers then (ate. 

Thefe Officers were Men who re(bW*d to 
execute as well as order, they knew welldnl 
they were gone much too far, if they went 
no farther •, and therefore they no (boner re- 
ceived thefe Votes, but they fent FU€fW09d and 
Besboroygh to Richard (the firft his Brotbe^ 
in Law, the other his Uncle-in- Law, both rat- 
fed by Cr^mwcH) to advife him forthwith to 
diflblve the Parliament. They were twoopoii 
whofe AfFeftion, in regard of the Nearne(s cj 
their Alliance, and their Obligation to, aoa 
Dependance upon his Father, he had as muck 
reafon to conhde in as any Men*s in the Ml- 
tion. Fleetwood ufed no Argaoients bat of 
Confcience, * to prevent the Nation's b^

Man of a rude and rough Temper, treated 
him only with Threats and Menaces^ told 
him, *it was impoflible for him to keep boA 
f the Parliament and the Army his Friends;

The poor Proteftor could not deirly dif- 
ccrn what was beft for him, and yet he was 
not without Friends to rounrel him, if he had 
been capable to receive Counfel in that Ex- 
tremity *, among others, CLirlti HoYcixrd^ com- 
monly called the Lord Charlts Horoardj as be- 
ing one of Oliver's Lords, and fometime Cap- 
tain of his Guards, was very earnefl wilh Ri- 
chard to exert himfelf by fottie vigorous Afti- 
oti, like thofe which fupported his Father's Au- 
thority, till his Death. 'You are Cyo?mveS'sHovK6'i 

* Son, laid he, fhcw your felf worthy of it ■^'I'ivieeto 
' this Bofinefs requires a bold Stroke, and muft *"*■ 

* be fupported by, a good Head ; Do not fuffer

But to return Jo Richard^ he was not widi- 
oat otb^r Friends, befides Htmard^ to GooB* 
fcl him \ to fay nothing of many Memben of 
the Parliament, of Courage and Intereft, wha 
repair'd to him with aflurance, ^ that the Pur- 
^liament would continue firm to him, andde* 
^ ftroy the Ringleaders of this ficditious Ctew, 
^ if he would adhere to the Parliament \ hoc 
^ if he were prevail'd upon to diflolve it, he 
^ would be left without a Friend ', aod ihey 
- ^ who had compeird him to do lb impriidcnt 
^ an AAion, would contemn htm when be bad 
^ done it. Soipe Officers ot the Army likewife 
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•of equal Courage and Inttrcft with any of 

* rhe reft, pcrfwaded hitn * to reieft the defirc 
' of thofc who calVd themfelves the Council of 

* the Army, and to think of punilliing their 
' Prefumption. Ingtldshy^ Wh-slry and Goff^e, 
three Colonels o( the Army, and the two for- 
mer Men of figna! Courage, offcr'd to {land by 
him ; and one of them offer'd to kill L^mbnt 
(whom they looked upon as the Author of this 
Confpiracv) if he would give him a Warrant 
to that Purpofe. 

Richard continued irrefolutc, now inclined OiJJelvei 
one way, then another. Bill in the End, Des- the Par- 
borough and Ills Companions prevailed with hira''*'w'' 
before they parted, to fign a CommilTion, which 
they had cauled to be prepared, to l^athaniel 
Fiennes, his Keeper of the Sfal, to di0blve the 
Parliament next Morning •, of which they hav- 
ing notice, ihcy refoivednot to go up to the 
other Houfe : So that when the Keeper Fiennts 
Sent for them, the Commons Ihut the Door of 
their Houfe, and would not fufFer the Gentle- 
man Urtier of the Black-rod to come i;i, hutad- 
30urned themfelves till the z^th oi j^pril^ ima- 
gining that [hey fliould by that time convert 
the Proteftor from deAroying himleif. But 
he prefently caufed a Proclamation to be 
ifliied out, by which he did declare the Par- 
liament to be difTolvedi the Council of Of- 
ficers appointing Guards to attend at Wejtmin- 
fttr^ which kept out thofe Members, who, in 
purfuance of their Adjournment, would have 
entred into the Houfe upon the Day ap- 
pointed. 

Hereupon the Council of Officers removed 
Jngoldsby, Whaley, Geffe^ and thofe other Offi- 
cers who had diffwaoed Richard from fubmit- 
ting to their Advice, from having any Com- 
mand in the Army ; and replaced Lambert^ and 
U4 aU 
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all the reft who had been calhiered by Oliver] 
Richard *"^^ ^^^^^ ^^" Charges again. The Protcftor 
irrffolHff ^^^ "^^ look'd apoin as a loft Man, and thrf 
^ • ' they let him reft fome few Days witboat pro- 
ceeaing any farther, yet fuch as were clcar- 
fighted. forefaw that the Calm threatncd a 
Storm ^ that they were taking thofe Meafores 
they had not time before to adjuft^ for fettling 
the Government \ and that as foon as they baid 
ftxed that Point, they would depofie Richard. 
The Royalifts laid hold of that Opportanity 
to advife him and his Party to fide with the 
King: They thought he might be the mor? 
likely to efpoufe tnat Intereft in bis declining 
Fortune, becaufe it was reported, that be baa 
formerly caft himfelf at his Father's Feet tp 
beg King Charles the Firft's Life •, but Richard 
wavered, and chofe rather to leave bis own 
Fate uncertain^ than to hazard any thin^ to 
mend it, fearing be might precipitate, inftea4 
of preventing the Danger. But his Friends 
having open'd his Eyes, lliew'd him the dan- 
ger fo near, that he refolv'd to fly tor it : f&#r- 
xoood^ whom he acquainted with his Intentioni 
aflTur'd hino there was no defign againft his 
Life i that if they took away the Government, 
they would make him fuch a Fortune as woal4 
Iktisfic a Man of his Moderation. 

Thcfe Words ftopt him, and fo he cpntina'd 
at Whitehall to fee the Event : In the mean 
CcuKcilof time the Council of Officers drew up a Decla-

Hjv cha- I have (hewn before hawRichard in his Father^ 
rjff#riyrf.tinic was the firft Lord of the 62 by him ap- 
pointed to Conilitute another Houfe of Parlia* 
ment \ and I find an anonymous Author of 
thofe times, among the reft t^harafterize him 
thus ; That be was a Perfon of great Worth and 
Merit, and well Skilled in Hawking. Hunting, 
Jlorfe- racing, ,with other Sports andPaftimei ', 
one wbofe undertakings, fcrvices and hazzards 
for the Caafc could not well be numbred nor let 
forth V unlefs the drinking of King Chaarl^s IK

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in Praying and Preaching, and his love to Se- 
Aaries was much alike to his Coufin Dick /«- 
goldsby, and he being very \ikcly to be his Fa- 
thers Succeflbr, ana to inherit nis noble Ver- 
taes, by being the light of his Eyes and the 
breath of his NoflriU, of the old heaihenilh 
popiOi Laws and Cuftoms of the Nation, ef- 
pecially among the Learned, the Univerlity of 
Oxford, thought fit, he being no very good 
Scholar, to choofe him their Chancellor i 
and tho he had not Judgment, as not having 
a fpirit of Government, at firft to have a Com- 
mand in the Army, when they were flghting^ 
or Honeft and Wife enough to be one of the lit- 
tle Parliament j yet he became Colonel of Horfc, 
when fighting was over, was taken to be one 
of the Proteftor Council, one of the other Houfe, 
and to have the firft negative Vote over the 
good People of the Common-weallh^ fince he 
vvas in fo hopefal a Way to have the great 
negative Voice over the whole, after his Fathers 
' Deceaie. 

But to follow this unhappy Gentleman a

flace Richard made fome ftay^ and walking; a- 
road to entertain himrclf with the view of the 
Sitaation, and of many things worth the fee- 
ing, he met with a Perfon who well knew 
him, and was well known by him, the other 
having always been of his Father's, and of bis 
Party ', fo that they were glad enough to find 
themfelves together. The other told him, ^ that

the other anfwer'd briefly, according to the 
truth. * Well, faid the Prince, * Oliver^ though 

* he was a Tray tor and a Villain, was a brave 
^ Fellow, had great Parts, great Courage, and 
^ was worthy to Command *, bat that Richard^ 
^ that Coxcomb, Coquin^ Toltron^ was furcly 
*^ the bafed fellow aUve *, What is become of 

* that Fool ? How was it poflible he could be 

* fuch a Sot ? He anfwer'd, ^ that he was be- 
^ trayed by thofe whom he mod trufted» and 

* who had been moft obliged by his Father ; 
fo being weary of his Vifir, quickly took his 
leave, and the next morning left the Town» out 
of fear that the Prince might know that He 
was the very Fool and Coxcomb he had men* 
tion'd fo kindly. And yvitbiu two days after,

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the Prince did come to know who it was 
whom be had treated (b well, and whom be- 
fore, by his behaviour, he had belicv'd to be 
a Man not very glad of the KiDg's ReAora- 
tion.

Name 
Exile-, and if I millake not, much about the*/ Clerk, 
time that Mr. Rkhard Cromwtll thought he 
Ihould be at leall in no danger from the Go- 
vernment, it he return'd privately, and lived re- 
tiredly in BngUiid^ which he did for fome time 
in Moor-fields ^ iho' ! think there was a Sort of 
annual! Proclamation put oat againil him as 
long as Knig Ch^irUs livd. From Moor-fields 
be reinoved by the name of Clerk, to Ckejhitnt 
in the County of Hertford^ bad a bandfomc 
Allowance made him by his own Son Mr. 
Oliver Cromwellj whocnjoy'd his Mothers Eftate 
of Hnrjlry in Hampfinrty was both very gene- 
rous and very Charitable, and much beloved 
and refpe£led by all that had Accels to him and 
Converfed with him.

The War proving Tedious in Ireloftd^ King 
William refolved in 1690, to go over in Pcrfcn, 
and if poilible to put an End to it in that Cam- 
paign. His Majeity was wonderfully Succefsful 
at the Boyne and made himfelf Matter of the 
whole Kingdom, except the Fortreflcs of Ume^ 
rick J Calvpay^ and Athlone \ and it was none 
of his Fault that thefe alfo were not reduced 
by him : He formed the Siege of the firft and 
ftrongeft of thefe Places, in hopes by the Rc- 
duftion of it, foon to bring the others to fub- 
mit: Mr. I^FW diftinguilh'd himfelf in a very 
Signal manner, as well as fome other brave 
Commanders •, but bad Weather and fome un- 
forefeen Accidents hapning , the Reduction 
of that Kingdom became the work of another 
Campaign. 

Mr. IVood's Behaviour in his Quarters and 
Purfuit of Rapperies, who Cruelly infefted the 
Country, was very SinguU^r and Praife-worihy *, 
his Management of the Forces in the Winter 
Service, as Governor of a Town, plainly 
manifefted that if he had always the U^crty of 
Hi.f yuf Afting according to his own Sentiments^ he 
tice. would have equalled the greateft Commanaers: 
Many were the Inftances he continually gave 
of the Greatnefs of his Juftice, and the Com- 
padionatenefs of bis Nature towards fuchas were 
the proper Objefts of it -^ and when the Sol- 
diers 
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diers during his Abfence had plundered a Fa- 
mily, the Maior upon Co-nplsinr m liim ly 
fe Lady who was one of the firft Q'alicy, or- 
dered RelHtutiun lu be made, to (he muft Minute 
Thing that was taken. 

He was wondtrfully Suceeftfol, with the de- 
tachments he frequently Commanded agiiiift 
the Rapperies, and ufually brought back a far 
greater Number of Prifotiersthan his own Men 
confifted of: In a Ward, his whole Conduct 
was fo Heroick, Equitable, and Goi>d, that it re- 
commended him to the higheft efteem of his 
Enemies \ and when in a certain Aftion in 
that Country, bedefired to know the rcfpeflive 
Pofts of fome Perfuns, whom be had made 
Priioners, that he might (hew them that 
Refpeft which was due to their Merits: Some 
of them told him \ ihitt he fought like a Lion, 
butCarreffed with the Sofintfs of a Ludy. 

Mr. Wood in thcRappery War, wherein he^'-'^k.ihii 
was frequently very warmly engaged, hadihei-'i- 
misfortune to break bis Leg, which confined 
him for fome time, and gave the neighbouring 
Gentry, an opportunity to telbty i!ieir Rei- 
pefts to him in the many vifits they made : 
Kay his Valour, Gentlcnels and Humanity were j^, _ 
lb confpicuous, that fome of them got his P'^urc, a^^^. . 7 
of which feveral Coppies were drawn and fent up ,^^ q^^^ 
and down the C<iuniry to their Friends, aS(r^_ 
their Kefcuer and Preferver.

Nature of a Challenge, he gave it to bis Aid 
deCarnp toread, and tell him the Meaning of 
it \ for it fcems the Colonel had no great Skill in 
that language. The Gentleman having obey'd,

ed \ fo far were his Intentions from having them 
broke, as fonie others were to be ; They quar- 
ter'd up and down the Countries during the 
Interval of the Peace, and the Colonel made 
them obferve fo good a DifcipHne, that the 
Places where they were, Ihow'd always a great 
Rcluftancy to part with them. 

The Colonel nad not been long in England uki ttU 
but the old Grudge about Calhiering of de^ffaj^n^. 
Fuyny was revived i and Revenge was intended tid. 
to be taken in fo bafe and ignominious a manner 
as no Man of Honour could pollibly be guilty of:

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loners lodgings in Gnrardjbr^et^ and when 
be found bis Opportunity, attempted to Adaf- 
(inate bim -, but being happily prevented by the 
Vig'lance and Aftivity olthe G>loneL be had 
the fate to be foundly beat by the Populace 
in the Neighbourhood* who had a great bfteem 
for the Colonel, ana probably would have 
knock'd the vile Aifafrine on the Head^ had 
not hegenerouflyinterpos'd, andfav'd the Life 
of him who would have murder 'd him. This 
was the occafion that made the Colonel put an 
Advertifemcnt into the Flyinn-Fofi in the na- 
ture of a Challenge, or rather Defiance, of all 
tbofe who durft tax him with Injuftice, as Pre- 
fident of the Court- Martial that broke de Fuyny ^ 
but I never could learn be was afterwards any 
way difquieted upon that Account.

Brigadier Wood^ who was fo conftant in 
his Duty, would have thought himfelf unhappy, 
if he had not bad his fliare in the glorious

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Aftions perform'd by the Etiglifi) in Germmji 
in 1704. The Entrenchments of the Enemy 
at Sche/lenbfra being attack'd by i Detachment 
of Harre and Fcxit, on the 2d of July, they 
found it to be the hotteft Work they hid ever 
met with, aiKl none, in his Station, behaved him- ^'' 
fclf with more Bravery than the Brigadier; *'''W 
C&axit Stiritm, who was there mortally wound" ■"^'^' 
ed, ohferving his Conduft, Valour, and undi- ''"'''** 
fturb'd Pretence of Mind in the ftiaipeft Dan- 
gers, gave him very high Commendations : Be- 
fore the Aftion was over he received a great 
Contufion on his Breaft by a Musket-Ball, by 
which his Life was much endanger'd ■, fo that 
he was carried to the Town of Dvnaxvcrt^ which 
became the immediate Reward of the glorious 
Viftory of Schellenberg -, a Hafs, as Tradition 

{pes, which had been aflaulted above twenty 
evcral times, and was never carried but by 
Cnjlcivrts Adolphusj^ and the Englijhj on this 
moft memorable Occafion. 

The Brigadier having lain ill at Donawert 
about five Weeks, but hearing the Confede- 
rate Army had Orders to march towards the 
Enemy, and that there was areat Appearance 
of their coming to Aftion j he left that Place, 
tho' not quite recovered, and join*d the Army. 
That never-to-be-forgotten Battle of Blenheim 
was fought on the nth of Augufi^ in the be- , 
ginning of which the Brigadier was ordered, 
with 15 Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons, to 
fudain 20 Battalions of Foot, that was order'd 
to attack the Village of BUnhemy where he 
behaved himfelf with his wonted Bravery, da-jn tht 
ring the whole Day, and contributed his iwWStttlt <f 
fliare to a Viftory, which none of the later Ages Bleijieim*

^. , The Troops next Campaign, 1705, march*d 

n'ffd ^^ ^^^^y ^"^ ^^ Garrifon, and made a iecond March 
J ^ into Germany^ near Thionville ; but Major- Ge- 
^^^* neral Wood being very ill of a Fever, was left at 
Breda. Our Affairs not fucceeding in Germany j 
the Army march'd back into Brabant^ where ne 
join'd it in the Month of 5«/j/, at the Camp of 
Trogny^ near the French Lines : In a fliort time af- 
ter, they began their March in the Evening, and 
march'd all Night, fo that the next Morning, 

being 
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beins the 17th of ihaE Month, tlicy came uo to 
the Enemies Lines nz^rTirlemirnt, and pafs'd tnem 
at the Village of Ntcrhcfp'm, without any Op- 
pofition ■ But before the Allies could well Fortn 
a Body within the Lines, the Enemy came down 
upon them with a Body of 40 Squadrons, and 
II Battalions, Commanded hy tlic Dukes* JP^- 
^HtUitrt -, but they charg'd them fo briskly with 
what Harfc they had got over, that they imme- 
diately put them to flight, taking two Lieute- 
nant- Generals, and 3 great Kumber of Prifonctf.

Havingquarter'd this Winter at Breda^ theyfn^Af s^t- 
Iiad not been long in the Field in 1706, but they tliof b- 
had Intelligence of the approach of the FrertchmtX^n 
Army, and this brought on the famous Battleof 1706. 
Rameliics, in which the General fell in with the 
Eleflor of Bavaria'i Guards, which were en-

Tournay was detach'd thither with about 60 Squa-

ving continued there with his alual Vigi- 
lancy till the Town and Citadel were fur- 
rendred : He made as expeditious a Inarch as 
poflibly he could to join the Grand Army near 
Afons^ and had his (hare of Glory in the bloody 
Battle of Tameresj wherein he continued du- 
ring the whole Aftion.

there in Chief. He continued fitll to be very 
' weak, tho' in ^dy he adventur'd to go to the 
Army, where he continued till after the for- 
rendcr of Bouchmn^ from whence he went to j4!x 
la Chapclle^ but finding no Benefit there, he re- 
turn'd to O'hent, and fo with great Difficulty, !lc 
being very weak, got over in November into 
England. Here all t^e Art of the Phyfician be- 
ing not able to do him any good, he languifli'd 
fome time, till Death put an end to all his Toils „> t j

As to the General's Charafter, he was pretty cbtrsStr 
low of Stature, a handfom Perfon, of a very 
courteous and winning Behaviour, a fine Spokes- 
man, and of a clear and deep Judgment ■, he had 
a great fliarc of Sincerity inhisNature, and was 
of a kind and cotnpaflionatc Temper \ declaring 
it to be the gieateft i'leafure In the World to 
be doing Good : And indeed it was no (mall Sa- 
tisfadion to bis Relstions as well as to himfelf 
uiidotihtedH", to find him able to f^, That he 
veV^ didan^i ihii/g out of M.iUct in his Lift, Ko 
Man Btaver, or could he more Diligent iti rfie 
Sitryitthc was imploy'd than himfeffv and 'tis 
noTtc of th^ lead of his Praifes, efpecialty iij an 
Age fcfrnerccnary, and wherein Money Ms in- 
finitely prevailed above Merit, both in Court 
and Camp, that be never fold a Poft in his Re- 
eiment in his Lile. He neV«r was abfent from 
his Duty, but went-COn'ftantlv into and out of 
the Field with ihe Tr66iiS": In a word, be was 
good to all Relations, as a Son, Brother and 
Friend: He never was married.

Now the lad of thefe being Lord Lieutenant (rf 
Ireland, and tlic Queen's Maternal Uncle, it 
wrooalit a grand Jeabufie in the two former, 
leaft nc mij^t over-top them entirely in her 
Wajpfty's Favour i and therefore there was no 
more convenient Expedient for the prefent to 

tet rid of their Fears, than to get him Cent to 
is Government, where there was a Parliament 
to be held before the end of the Summer. The 
Xarl grew jealous of the Contrivance, and cbofc 
rather to throw up than lofe his Station here j 
by which AilTiicfs be indeed loft both, and rc- 
tir'd from Court ; Upon which the Ear! of iV«- 
tlfgham^ being either not able or unwitting to fjg j, /„ 
fland it longer, quilted his Port of Secretary r**/i>j<- 
of State in j^pril 1704, and thefe two heame gainjl tht 
the Head of the //j;gjft Church Party, as the o-jtcondBiS 
ther did of the Lorvi, which the Lord Trca- 1704. 
furcr efpecially was never fo muchas fufpefled 
to favour before. Its true, his Lordlliip voted 
for the fccond Bill, but then the oppofitc Party 
afiirm'd he made all tlie Intereft be could againft 
it at the fame time i a Praftife not uncommoa 
with great Statcfmen : Nay, before this ScfTion 
of Parliament came on.

Ihc tfth of July this Year a Chapter held of the ">'■ 
moft noble Order of the Garter, at St. Jtfww's, 
her Majefty Sovereign of the Order, and 12 
Knights- Companions being prefent, when his 
Lorlhip was elefted into the faid Order i and 
having been firft inlroduc'd into the Chapter, 
and Knighted by the Sovereign with the Sworq 
of State, he was inverted with the Garter and 
GeargCj tin; two Principal Enfigus of thcOr- 
dcr. with the ufual Ceremonies i and on the 
30th of December inftalled at Windfor. 

When this Order was firft Inftitilted \>^0ifen4tt- 
King Edward \\\. there were feveral private""* «;■«» 
Gentlemen, but generally fuch as had figna.li-"- 
zed themfelves in Wjr, admitted into it: And 
fo his SuccelTors continued to do, till the Reign 
of Queen Eliz.abeih-y who being very fparing 
of her Honours, feldom conferred tljfm upon any 
but fdch as were of great Qjiality,' and diftin- 
guilhing Merit ^ and for that Rcafon our Hi- 
iiortes inform us, that Sir Henry Sidney, the 
Ar.cefior of the prefent tulof'Leke^er, waji 
honoured by her with this Order*, and^ if I 
mirtakc not, he was one of the laft Commoners' 
who died fuch, that ever cnjoy'd it: Butfince 
the Stnartiat Line has fucceeded, 1 find no' 
zr 2 Bod^ 
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Body under the degree of an Earl invefted 
with this Order, till this time, that the ^ord 
Treafuref, who was no more than a Baron, as 
a fingular Mark of his Royal Miftrefs's Favour* 
was dignified with it : To which we may add 
another Remark, that his Lordihip bad been 
above two Years Lord Trcafurer, before any 
Hngle Honour was conferred upon him. 

Her Majefty, in March 1705, having thought 
fit to make (ome Alterations, parfuant^ with- 
out difpute, to the Advice of her prime Mi- 
niftcr, his lordfhip was made Lord Lieute- 
JjidJe LJ, nant of his Native County of Cornwall^ in the 
Lttuit* Room of John Lord Granville \ who beinjg at 
fftfMf of the fame time removed from the Place of Lord 
Cornwall Warden of the Stannaries, the Lord Treafu- 
'705« rcr had his own Son, the Honourable Francis 
Godolphlf7j Efqi made Warden in his ftead. 

The Scotch had, in the Coarfe of this Reign, 
been puOiing hard to get an Aft of Security 
pifTcd in that Kingdom, which they could not 
clFcft while the Duke of Qyeensberry was High 
Commillioner there: But that Nobleman being 
removed, and tlie Marquefs of Tweedale en- 
trufted with that Poll, he gave the Royal Af- 
fcnt to the faid Aft, undoubtedly by the Ad* 
vice and Concurrence of the Englijh Miniftry v 
trj fame concerning which Proceedings the Lord /fa- 
OA^gr icyf))am^ who envied the Lord Treafurer, and 
Mhoiitthe ^^1^1^ whonjj he laid upon another Occaflon, he 
ylct of Se- ^^,^^ ^p^^ ^^ equal foot^ bating a few Advent i^ 
curity. ^^.^.^^^ (Jiialities^ meaning the Garter and the 
White Staff, in bis Speech on the 23d of iV^- 
A Fara- vember 1704, delivered himfclf thus ', * The laft 
jfraphout ^ thing that 1 ihall mention to your Lordftiips. 
of ifje ' is with relation to Scotland-^ 1 think I need 
j.orii\U' • but lay before your lordfliips the true Mat- 
vrrfliam'/ * ter of Faft to convince you how much it 
Sfetch* * defervcs your Confideration.

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, it was thought neceffarV to make feme Al* 
iteration in that Country, and accordini^ly

* prepared, and a motley Mitiiftry fct up, the 

* Parliament met about the 6th of July laft \ 

* and ttio' the Succelfion to the Crown in the 

* Protcflant Line was the main thing retom-- 
'mended with the greaieft Earneilnels by the 
'Queen in her Letter to them-, yet it was fo 
^poflpon'd and baffitd^ that at length itcameto 
'nothing j partly becauiethc Miniftry was fo 

* weak and divided, that inflead of doing e- 

* very thing, they could do nothing^ and part- 
'ly (rom a rccciv'd Opinion, that the Succef^

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The High Church Party on their fide fmoaking 
bow things were like to go, thought it a very 
proper Setifoti to cry up the Danger the Churcn 
was in, and out came a fmart Pamphlet caird. 
The Memorial of the Church of England, bum- 
hlv offered to the Conjideration of all true Lovers 
of the Church and Confiitution. The Memorial 
indeed met with a more fcurvy Treatment than 
many People expelled or defir'd, being pre- 
Tented by the Grand Jury of London^ i<x a 
ifalie, fcandaious and traiterous Libel, and or- 
dered by the Court to be burnt by the Hands 
of the Common Hang-man. 

This put fome Damp upon an Affair that 
was preparatory to bring the Church's Danger 
into Examination in Parliament ^ where the 
Whigs in the Houfe of Lords* knowing their 
Strength and Superiority, took occafion from 
fome Tnfinuations made from the oppofite Side 
to bring the Matter upon the Stage": The Par- 
ticlars of this Debate we fliall not enter upon ^ 
one main Argument ufed by the Tories for the 
Danger of the Church, was the Scotch Aft of 
Security, by which the Lord Treafurer feem'd 
to be dire^ly (Iruck at : But this Storm for the 
prefent vanidied by the Vote, that the Church, 
which was fefcu'd from extremed Danger by 
King William 111. of glorious Memory^ was now^ 
by God'» Bleding, under the happy Reign of 
her Majedy, in a mod Safe and Flourifliing Con- 
dition *, and that whofoever went about to fug- 
ged and infinuate, that the Church was in Dan- 
ger under her Majefty'sAdminiftrationt wassin 
Enemy to the Queen, Church and Kingdom. 

Nevtrthclefs the Lord Treafurer, to make 
fure Work, that this Aft of Security (hould ne- 
ver more rife up in Judgment againft him^ tHe 
beft Expedient that could be thought of, was 
effeftually to profecute an Union between the 
(wo Kingdoms \ and having fo manag'd Afiairi 
' before 
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before the end of the Year i70<r, that tier Ma-CDMw<j;r- 
jefty was impower'tl by the refpeftive Parlia-o"""/ 
mexMsof Engl !irjd ind Scoilanii^ to appoint Com- '"''^'"''"• 
miftioners to treat about it -, in the Cotninif- 
(lon for Enp^Und^ which bore date jipril lo, 
1706, the Lord Treafurer Godolphin is the 
fourth Perfon nominated : He (liewcci himfelf 
very aflive in carrving on this great Work, 
to forward which her Majefty was pleafed twice 
to go to the AfTemhly, and to fpcak to them 
about their Progrefs therein, which at length 
they brought to a happy Concljfion, much to 
her Majefty and the Lord Trcafurer's Sa- 
tisfaftion. 

God Almighty, while this Treity was in A- 
gitation, having been pleafed to bicfi the Arms 
of her Majefty and of her Allies, with fo glo- 
rious and unexpefted Viilury at iEiiffi?/A>j,and 
thereby recover'd the grcatcft part of theSpi- 
nifij Netherlands to the lloufc of Anfirici \ and 
her Majefty, in folemti Proeeflion going to St.

feveral Sums of Money for tlie extraordinary 
SerwLces for the year 1706, which had been a- 
greed to by that Houfe, had been advanced 
and expended for the Prefervation of the Duke 
of Swoj/j for the Inrereft of King Charles III. 
in Spim againft the common Enemy, and for 
the Safety and Honour of the Nation, 

It might have been obfcrved before that an 
Aft paft in March 1705, entituled an Aft for ,„ . 
the better enabling her Majelly to grant the^^J^ ^c 
Honour and Manner of Woodfiecl with ^^^hkeamili 
Hundred of Woolen to the Duke of Afarlborough 
and his Heirs, in Confjderaiion of ilie Emint'nt 
Services by him performed to her Majefty 
and the publick, was done not only by way oi 
Acknowledgement and Gratitude to tne Duke« 
but alfo for the Benefit of the Lord Treafurtr's 
Family: Seeing both the Honour q? Marlborough 
and the Eftate of Woodjiock arc to defcend 
to the Dukes eldeft Daughter the Lady Rial' 
ton and her Pofterity^ the fame may be faid 
now in reference to another Eftate given that 
Family by an hd for fecuring to John Duke 
of Marlborough and his Pofterity, a Penfionof 
five thoufand Pounds per Annum tor the more 
Honourable Support of their Dignities, jn 
like manner as his Honours ana Dignities 
and the Honour and manner of Woodjioek 
and the Houfe of Blenheim^ arc already liooitted 
and fettled. The 
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Tbe Scotch Parliament having bv this time 
gone thro' with the Union, tne Queen con- 
cluded her Speech to the Parliament of Englani 
upon it, with thcfe Words. * The Advantages 
^ which accrue to us all fronn an Union are 
^ To apparent, that I will add no more^ but 
^ that I fhall look upon it as a particular Hap* 
* pinefs if this great Work, which has been (b of- 
^ ten attempted without Succefs, can be broueht 
^ to perfcftion in my Reign But this 

did not pleafe many that were not at that 
time in the Intereft of the Court-, and Sir 

y n P -n in Particular in the 

Houfe of Commons fpoke concerning it to this 
EfFcft : That the buflnefs of the Union, which 
was now before them being of the Higheft Im- 
portance required therefore the molt delibe* 
rate Confideration -, that with Relation there- 
to People without Doors had been for a long • 
time, Tonguc-tyed by a fpccial order of Coun* 
cil, which not reaching them within thofe 
Walls, he would very freely impart his thoughts 
about it-, that for his Part he was ablblutcly 
againft the Incorporating Union, which he 
faid was like the Marrying a Woman againft 
her Confent : jin Union that was canycd gn ht 
Corruption and Bribery vithin Doors^ and (f 
Force and Violence without^ &c 
jL«rJ Many of the Members taking Offence at 

Treajurer thefe bold Expreifions, which ca(t a high Re- 
refle&ed flcftion both on her Majefty and her Miniftry •, 
upon h a but more particularly on him who kept the Purfe, 
MembiT g^d the Scotch Commiflioners and Parliament : 

•/ ^^* Sir 7 n to palliate the matter •, faid he was 

Commont. informed , that in Scotland they faid the Union 
v>as carryed by Bribery and Force-, adding 
that tbe Promoters thereof in thus bafely eiving 
up their Independent Confiitution^ had dfruaUy 
bctray'd the truft rcpofed in them, and there- 
fore he would leave it to the Judgment of tk 
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Houfc to Confider, wbelhcr or no. Men of 
fuch Principles were fit to be admitted to fit a- 
mong ihem. 

When the Treaty of Union came to the 
Houfe of Lords, tho it met with great Oppo- 
fition from many noble Peers, yel the Debate 
was carryed on more Smoothly and without 
any dircft refleftion upon the Lord Treafitrer-^ 
who having gained this grand Point, he took 
due Care for a fupply to be granted by the 
Commons to anfwer the Equivalent granted 
to Scotland by tills Treaty, as alfo of all other 
fupplies towards carrying on the War both by 
Sea and Land with Vigour and Succcfs. 

The Treafury of Scotland of late Years had M*/# 
been managed by Commiffioncrs, whofc Pow- i-*''d* ' 
ers being ciUirely determined upon the ^'"y*"'"' 
incorporating of the two Kingdoms, ber^/*'"'' 
Majefly was now pkafed to Conftitute ihcB"'*"^ 
Earl of Godolphin^ Lord Higb-Treafurcr of 
Great- flr/(a(». 

We (hall but joft mention the detefting of 
Orefi^'i Correfpondsnce with Fr-mcc, by wTiich 
the Dcfigti furm'd ag^inft Vjonion mifcarrycd, 
and having en pajfant obferved that what the 
Lord Trcafurer added to the Queen's Letter 
to the Emperor upon the fubjeft matter of that 
Enterprizc, was much the brighteft partofit; 
we come now to the Formation of a grand de- 
fign todifpotTcfs his Lordlhip of the Treafurer's 
Staff and to bring about other confiderable 
Alterations in the Miniftry.

The Blow being warded otT with difficulty, 
in the manner abovcmentioned, the natural Con-

Henry Boyie, Efq-, then Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, was advanc'd : His Friends alfo ran the 
fame Fate, for S'lrThomM Manfel, Bar. Comp- 
troller of the Hou(hold, and Sir Simon Hareourt, 
Attorney-General, loft their refpeflive Offices* 
fo did Mr. Henry St. John. But the principal 
Engine wherewith they wrought, continued ftill 
in the fame Station. 'Poftcrity will be apt to 
judge that the Lord Treafurerand his Friends 
were fliori in their Politick?, that they did 
not take care of her Removal : But there are 
Myfteries in State which we, who ftand at fuch 
a Diftance, cannot pretend to penetrate into^ 
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and pethapf what feeois to ai to be an Omir* 
fion or Defeft, proceeded more from Ncceffitf 
than Choice.

All the Addrefsof the Whigs at Home, and 
the Interpofilions of the Courts of f^ienna and 
the H^gHc being not abletoflem the Torrent j 
the 8th of jiu^Hfi was the Day that ftruck a 
terrible Blow to the Credit of England, het 
Majefly then having thought fit to fend for

for To many Mouths : Its not unknown what 
llrifl Inquiry was afterwards made in Parlia- 
ment about the Invitation given the PaUtinet 
to come into England^ and 'tis paft all doubt, 
that this would have been made u(e of as a 
Handle, at lead to blacken and malign the Lord 
Trcafurer •, as if he had only his own private In- 
tercft in view in that Affair, to the Detriment 
of the Publick.

Kcafon and found Argument *, anioiig other 
French things the following Extract out of the French 
Ilt(lory Hiftory, tho* not quadrating in every Particu- 
cited in lar is cited by one in his favour. When Mary 
hi favour, de Medicis was Quceti Regent of France^ 
juft a hundred Years ago, the Marquefs d*jbi^ 
cre^ who had married an Italian Woman cal- 
led Cj'aliyjji^ was made fir ft Gentleman of the 
Cihimbcr •, ncjt long after bis Preferment 
he fell out with BtlUgnrdey the Grand Ecuier, 
or Mafier of the Horfe, and the Hiftory fays, 
the Q'larrcl between thefe two Men occafion- 
cd a grea: deal of Difturbancc : The Marquefs 
d' Aficrc A'v^ not at the bottom love Bellegarde^ 
bdii'ving that he who had been longer at Court 
mit»ht hinder his own growing Favour -, befidcf,

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SelUgarde was not eafie to live with, or to be 
xeconciled, beingone that pretended to Tupport 
himfeif incfepertdent of the other Minifters or 
Favourites : The other alfo was a proud Man 
jind blown up by his new Favour-, however, they 
agreed in one thing, which was to aft in con- 
fcrt with fome others about the Qaeen to re- 
move the Duke of Sully^ Intendani of the Fi- 
nances. This they brought about in a very 
ibort time, and as the Hiftoriaii (ays, the Duke 
of Snlty was the Viflim of their Agreement, up- 
on whofe Removal the Duke of Roan^ in his ex- 
cellent Memoirs obferves, that his Services had 
procured him the ill Will of fo many People-, 
' for, fays he, eminent Vcrlue, fuchas hiswa?, 

* accompanied with Favour, isfubjeft to Envy, 

* which is an Evil as frequent among Men, as 

* 'tis unworthy! of thofe wuo make Profeffion of 

* Honour. Many therefore w ere inclin'd to lay 
him afide, for divers Reafons ; fome to fix their 
own Authority in the Government of the State, 
and to remove from among them a Man fo ex- 
aft in his Office, who gave tlieraReafon to be 
alliam'd of themfelves, lome for a parricuiar ill 
Will which they bore unto him, the Marquefs 
4'Atcre fbr fear he vtrould prove a hindrance 
to his ambitious Deficns \ the reft, becaufc they 
thought him too eooa a Manager of the publick 
Treafure: At lafi, fays the iamc Author, Ex- 
perience Oiew'd that this prov'd the Ruin of 
the State ■■, the Treatures were drained, the 
Stores fquander'd, and the Comparifon of the 
miferable Condition of Franc^ foon after, to 
the Bourilhing State in which t^K Duke of Sn&y 
left it, too plainly demoiiftrated bow preju- 
dicial his Removal fiqm 'Affairs was to thq 
Kingdom.

My Lord Godolphin was by Nature more fit- Hi Chi* 
ted for the retired thjtn the pnEe Scene of Life, ruder* 
and his natural Temper hadt (o. fiir the- Afc^n- 
dency, that tho* he had been bred a Courtlcf 
from his Youth, he in reality lived privately; a- 
midft all the Pomps and Gaycties of a PalaceJ 

Bb 1 affeftin^ 
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affefling neither Splendor in his own Pcrfon,^ 
nor in his Equipage *, which indeed was too 
mean and fcanty for a Man tluit:.rpovcd in (b 
high a Sphere, and held the Rudder of State 
fo long and fo fuccefsfully in his Hand : His 
Diverfions were Play and Horfe-racing^ in nei- 
ther of which was he unfuccer^ful : As to the 
hitter, I doubt New- Market w,iU ipifs him, fince 
his Lordihip, ever fincc the Death of the late 
Duke of Devonjhircy which ha ppen'djin the Year 
1707, took up with open Houle-kecping there, 
during the Seafon of Racing. 

His Fortune, foon after he loft the White- 
Staff, was augmented with an Eftate of about 
jooo /. per Annjim by the Death of his elded 
Brother Sir WiUiajn Godolphin y SiCid if what 
many thtn reported, concerning the Sca^tinefs 
of his own were true, this Addition came very 
feafonably and providentially. The fame Rumour 
prevailed after nis Lordfliip's Deatji, tho* I am fa- 
tisfy'd, without iuft Grounds ^ and indeed it muft 
be a great Reliction upon his CondudV, that he 
who had been f<^r 50 Years in gqod . Pofts, about 
30 of which he fpent in the Treafury, and he who 
was fo p/eat and Irugiil a Manager of the publick 
Money, lliould bcfocarelefsof hisown Fortune, 
which, according to Reafon, muft have been 
the largeft of aiiy Subjeft .in Europe^ if there 
bad been any Truth in the vile Reports of his 
Enemies : In fliort, a better Lord' Treaforer 
than the Earl of Godolphin^ England never had 
before him, fince the Reign at leaft of Queen 
illisiaheth^ and furely 'tis wifhip^ his Succcflors 
and my Cuuntry no manner of Harm, that they 
rnav always exceed him.

While he was under his Influence be wrote feveral 
little Poems and Papers, refltdting on fome Men in 
Power, and fnmctimes on the Gof ernnrient it felf ; hit 
Papers and Pucms were very well lik'd by every Body 
for their Wit and Turn, no Man having a better Caft 
of both than himfelf, when he pleas'd to exert it ; but 
bis natural Modefty hinder*d his advzndng bimfelfi as 
much as his Deliriquency for feveral Years. Wit was 
ever on the Side of Liberty, and Mr. Manwarifig who 
Reconcilcd^^* ever on the Side of Wit, could not long oonverfe 
^1^^ V^ith Men of Senfe and Learning without corr^in^ 

the Errors of his Politicks, and being converted from hit 
State HereHe. This was fome Years before be came 
into the Acquaintance of thofe great Lords who had it 
ar much in their Power as in their Will to noake bit 
Fortune. 

He drmk pretty freely in his younger Years* and 
with Men of the greateft fociable Merit ; it would be an 
Honour to his Company to Name them, as highly as 
they have been other wife honoured by Offices and Titles: 
But 1 fhill forbear if, having not confulted them about 
it, and they being moit of them living- I (hall only 
obferve, tbit my Lord Dorfet he;iring much talk of Mr, 
Manwarin£% Learning, Wit and Humour, was mighty 
deiirous to be acqu4inted with him, and fpoke to ^me 
who knew him, to engage him to come to dine witb 
him, which Mr. M^mwarinj^ promis*d to do; but 
afterwards remembring jie had refleded a little on bif 
Lordfhip in fome of his firlt State Satyrs, be bad [not 
•Affurance enough (o encounter his Reproach, and »• 
voided going, fending an affei^ed Excufe, which made 
my Lord Dorfet ior fome time took on him ai a 
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Man who bti Deglefled ibc Honour of hii Frieod- 
Ihip. 

Upon (he Condufion of the Peace of Pyfwck be . 
iemJc a Tflwr into Fr^we. and ftaid a wbile atPjwj,™^""" 
where he came into the Aequiin ranee of Monfieur Bu- ''f*°ce. 
/e>i«. who wat (o pleji'd with his Company, thai be 
in»ited him to hit Country Houfe three or four Milei 
from Ihe City, ant) entertiin'd him at a Genlleoian 
and a Critick, with Poetry and good Chtec Soon af- 
ter bii Return to England it wu propot'd to him, by 
a noble Lnrd now living, to accept, of a confidfrable 
Poft in the Re»cnue, and he having been oblig'd to 
fell hii Eitate to pay oft' a Mortgage Dr. liftichff had 
Upon it; whjttrer wai hii Indifference for Money, whicb 
he defpii'd, he ibougbt it convenient to take hold of 
fo fair an Opportunity lo make himfelf cilie : ^^^^& Commir- 
ooe of the Commiflioneri of the Cuitomi, he who had /j^,^^ ^^f 
the quickett Genius in the World, wai Matter of ihe ^y^ q^^^

Kingdom^ be acquir'd their favour, which be made 
ufe of to ferve fluch Gentlemen as were Recommended 
to him by their Merit and Misfortunes. It was to bini 
a Poet owes tbe Place that has ever fince been bii 
Sabliftance; and another his Deliverante from a Dif- 
grace wUcb would have been a Diihonour to tbe whole 
Nation> he being in the utmoft Peril of the Pillory 
for writing in defence of thofe that were for ioviting 
over the Princefs Sopl^id* . 

It would be endleb to tell all. the AdVs of Hamanify 
artd GcneroGty which adorn*d Mr* Manwdrii^t Life, 
and to fpeak of hit Poems and other Writings, .which 
were very numerout, cfpfcially when upon the F^ll. of 
bit illuftrious Friend the Duke of Mdrlberonj^h^ he la- 
- . bour'd Night and i>ij to vindicate him againft th^ 
Hss Wrt' Malice and Rage of hit Enemies. It was to this End 
tings. ^Y\2X the Weekly Paper call'd the Medt^y came out 
under his Protei^on, himfelf writing it fometimes, and, 
always revifing it before it went to the Prefs. It was 
be who Corrcd^ed and Improved the four famous Let-. 
ten known by the Title of the MAn^ement ef the 
Vf^ar; as alfo the four Parts of the Anfwer to tbe Ccn^^ 
duH of the Allies : M^ny other Politi;:al Tra(fti wert 
written by him ; in a word, the lad Years of bis Ltfe^ 
were (pent in that grateful Work, the Vindication of bis 
two great Friends the Duke of Marlborough and my. 
Lord Godolfbiny with whom he was frequently at hit 
Retirement at St. Albans^ (hewing a generoos Difdain
